LOVED FOR HIS CHARITY. 


Suburb Shocked by Shooting Af- 
fray and Suspicion He Is 
Chicago Postoffice 
* Robber. 


KIPLEY’S VICTIM MAY DIE. 


Through the shooting of Joseph Hopkins 
by Dan Kipley, former policeman and 
nephew of ex-Chief of Police Joseph Kipley, 
in a flat at 1841 Wabash avenue yesterday 
morning, there was disclosed in the career 
of the wounded man a likeness to that of 
Stevenson’s creation — Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde. 

Known to the police as a bank robber and 
paroled convict, as well as being a suspect 
in the $75,000 Chicago Postoffice robbery of 
last October, Hopkins has lived in the quiet 
country village of Palos Park, where he 
made a reputation for charity and good 
works. 

He contributed liberally to the support of 
the little Union Evangelical Church and its 
Sunday school, and was generous when ap- 
peals were made in behalf of the poor. 


Few Visitors to His House. 

With a woman who was known as his wife, 
this man, now dangerously wounded and’on 
a cot in St. Luke’s Hospital, dwelt in a 
story and. a half frame house hidden in the 
woods a mile and a half from the Palos 
railroad station. It was noticed that visit- 
ors to the house were few, but until the news 
of the attempt on his life was taken to the 
village yesterday afternoon no one suspect- 
ed him of evil doing. Both Hopkins and his 
wife attended church socials and the little 
parties in the neighborhood. 

Hopkins was said to be an electrician who 
had his place of business “‘ in the city,’ and 
among the neighbors there was none who 
cared to pry into his affairs. 

For a man with Hopkins’ reputation among 
the police the place was carefully chosen. 
He went into the city daily on the Wabash 
railroad trains, but the trainmen say he al- 
ways sat alone and seldom talked with any 
one. When they were shown the picture of 
Hopkins, taken from the Pinkerton gallery, 
they at once identified it through the promi- 
nent nose, the peculiar teeth, and a scar over 


the left aye. 
Gives Clew Against Victim. 
The first intimation that Hopkins was 


from his assailant. As soon as Kipley 
was taken to the Twenty-second Street 
Police Station he called Lieutenant Thomas 
Cronin to one side and told him that detec- 
tives from the Central Station had been 
looking for the man he had shot. 
‘“‘wanted’’ for the stamp robbery, Kipley 
said. 
Colonel James Stewart, Chief Postoffice 
Inspector, while reticent when asked about 
the case, said he had not been greatly sur- 
prised when Hopkins’ alleged connection 
with the robbery was made public. 


Will Search Hopkins’ House. 

This morning the police and the Postoffice 
inspectors will procure search warrants and 
make a close inspection of Hopkins’ house 
in the woods of Palos Park. They hope to 
find evidence that will help to clear away 
the mystery of the lake front robbery. The 
circumstance that the steel bottom plates 
of the stamp vault were cut through with 
electrical tools and Hopkins’ ability in this 
line are considered important. 

It is known that Hopkins induced the son 
of a neighbor, William Hyink, . fo buy 
twenty-five pounds of dynamite in Chicago 
last August or September. Some of this 
was used for blowing out stumps near the 
house, but the stump blowing was abandoncd 
after a little while. 


Discovering the “ Jekyll.” 

As soon yesterday as it became clear that 
Joseph Hopkins had a career worthy of in- 
vestigation and that his wife, said to be 
known in Chicago as “‘ Blonde Marie,” was 
out in Palos Park, a half dozen policemen 
and detectives started out to that suburb. 
The news of the affair had preceded the 
party, and the policemen were eagerly 
watched as they alighted from the train. 

One of the first inhabitants encountered 
was William Hyink, who hat driven to the 
depot to obtain a newspaper for Mrs. Hop- 
kins. He led the way over the muddy roads, 
which wind over hills and through deep ra- 
vines, to the house. 

Hopkins had selected a plot of ground at 
the end of a private road where the trees 
are thick for. half a mile along either side. 


by wheel ruts leads through a dense wood 
into the robber’s little farm of two and a 
half acres. The house is on a knoll on the 
far side of the copse, and it would not be 
geen readily. 

Two woolly dogs gave a loud warning of 
the approach of strangers, and Mrs. Hop- 
kins came to the back door to receive her 
visitors. She is a tall, slight woman with 
red hair, and is not uncomely.. 

The “woman received the confirmation of 
the news calmly and accompanied Lieuten- 
ant Cronin into the house. There she denied 
she had known that Hopkins’ pursuits were 
not lawful, and indignantly refused to allow 
the police to inspect the premises. 


Woman Defiies the Police, 

“This house is mine,” she said, “and I 
will allow no one to search it.” . 

As the policemen had no search warrants 
they had to be content with her decision. 
She yielded readily to the suggestion of the 
Lieutenant that she visit the bedside of her 
husband and with the detectives took the 
train, which arrived in the city at 11 o'clock 
at night. The policemen left the train at 
the Archer avenue station, but Mrs. Hopk*ns 
came dbwn-town and started for the hos- 
pitdl in a cab. . 


Identified as “ Blonde 
When the woman was admitted to the room 
where Hopkins was lying she wept bitterly. 
She was allowed to remain at the wounded 
man’s bedside only a few moments. Then

SANTOS-DUMONT TELLS OF IDEAS 
FOR ST. LOUIS FAIR. 


Brasilian Aeronaut Hopes to Induce 
the Exposition Authorities to Pro- 
vide an Aerial Speedway Fifteen 
Miles in Circumference, Marked by 
Captive Balloons— Wants Grand 
Prize of $100,000 for Airship Winner 
of the Contest. 


PARIS, Mareh 20.—M. Santos-Dumont, the 
aeronaut, in an interview here tonight ap- 
peared enthusiastic concerning his approach- 
ing trip to the United States, whither he will 
go on his own initiatve. M. Santos-Dumont 
said: 

‘Yes, after some negotiations I have de- 
cided to go to St. Louis and assist in drawing 

up the rules for the aerial contests of 1903. 
I will be accompanied by my secretary and 
my chief mechanic. I will take with meas 
far as New York the forty-five horse-power 
motor, the frame work, and the two pro- 
pellers of my balloon No.. 7. From New 
York I shall proceed to St. Louis to confer 
with the exposition authorities regarding the 
cdéntests. 

Plans Aerial Racetrack. 


‘* My idea is to make a sort of aerial track, 
say fifteen miles in circumference, around 
St. Louis, marked by captive balloons and 
visible for the whole distance from the ex- 
position grounds, which are to form the 
starting and finishing points. 
be a series of races, varying in distance 
from one to several times around the track. 
But I am strongly in favor of establishing 
one big race, a sort of aerial grand prix, with 
a $100,000 prize. : 

“This would be a great stimulus to com- 
petition and should attract a number of the 
inventors of the various systems of dirigible 
balloons. I shall certainly participate in 
the contests, and I hope to meet many rivals. 


May Race in New York. 

“J expect to spend altogether about @ 
fortnight in America, during which time the 
mechanical part of my ballooms will be put 
together at New York. I shall investigate 
the possibilities of a contest at New York 
in the autumn, and if I find the prize offered 
to be a sufficient amount I will return and 
try to win it, as I did the Deutsch prize.” 

When asked how large ths prize should be 
M. Santos-Dumont replied: 

“TI think it owght to be about 500,000 
francs ($100,000), because my expenses will 
be heavy: it will cost about 100,000 francs 
($20,000) to build a balloon shed. I will not 
return to New York unless a prize be of- 
fered for competition. The expenses would 
be too heavy for me to go simply to give dis- 
plays, and I do not wish to go at the expense 
of anybody else. 


May Return in July. 

“If no prize is offered I will leave the 
mechanical parts of my balloon at New 
York until the St. Louis exposition opens. 
If a prize is promised, I shall return to Lon- 
don to compete for the prize offered there 
for the race to Birmingham with my No. 6. 
Then at the end of July I will take the en- 
velope of my No. 7 balloon to New York 
and remain there a couple of months.”’

. UNDER STREET CAR WHEELS. 


‘George W. Walter of Lowell, Ind., Here 
to Atterid the Jubilee, Run Over by a 
Trailer and Seriously Injured. 


George W. Walter, 60 years old, who came 
from Lowell, Ind., to attend the Knights of 
Pythias jubilee at the Céliseum, was crushed 
under a street car in Wabash avenue last 
night, and his injuries, it is reported, prob- 
ably will result fatally.

PYTHIANS CONFER 
RANKSAT JUBILEE 


Crowd Numbering 16,000 Per- 
sons Sees Demonstration 
of Third Degree at 
the Coliseum. 


INNOVATION IN ORDER. 


Visitors from Distant States 
Throng to Chicago to Take 
Part in the Big Cele- 
bration. 


HIGH OFFICERS ARE HERE. 


Clad as Pythias was when he took the place 
of Damon, Governor Robert M. La Follette 
of Wisconsin was initiated into the mys- 
teries of the third degree by Knights of 
Pythias at the Coliseum last night. While 
he was tasting the fruits of his first experi- 
ence as the first man to be so initiated at a 
jubilee gathering 16,000 Knights watched 
every feature of the interesting ceremony. 

The rank was conferred upon Governor 
La Follette by the Indianapolis tedm of fifty 
perfectly drilled men attired as Knights of 
the Pythian period. For two hours the team 
was engaged in demonstrating the ritualistic 
ceremony, completing it at 10:30 o'clock. 
Then the Governor raised his visor, mounted 
a chair, and told the knights how glad he 
was to be present, also that the ceremony 
was Over. 

‘I thought I knew much,” he said, “‘ but 
after two hours under the guardianship of 
the Indianapolis team I am convinced that 
I was as ignorant as a babe.” 


Knights Sing “ Illinois.” 

As the Governor stepped down from the 
chair the Empire Quartet, away up in the 
balcony, started Illinois and the Knights 
joined in the chorus. : 

Preparations immediately were begun for 
a repetition of the initiation for State Sena- 
tor W. E. Thomas of Indiana. Mr. White 
took the place of Senator A. J. Beveridge, 
who was detained in Washington. The fol- 
lowing telegram was read from Senator 
Beveridge: 

‘With hearty admiration and approval of 
the ennobling principles of the order, it is 
with great regret that I find myself unable 
to attend your great meeting. The pressure 
of public duties here alone prevents me. I 
wieh the largest possible success to the order 
and happiness and prosperity to every one 
of its members,” 


Aldermen Frank T. Fowler and Milton J. 
Foreman also took the third degree. While 
the Garfield team of Milwaukee demonstrat- 
ed the work with Senator White, the Iola 
team of Dayton, O., acted in a similar ca- 
pacity with the two Aldermen. The three 
teams employed are recognized as the best 
drilled in the country. It was long after 
midnight when the ceremonies were com- 
pleted. 

A great crush among the men wearing 
bright uniforms was experienced before the 
jubilee exercises of the Knights began. They 
came from every point of the compass, Chi- 
cago being the Mecca and the Coliseum the 
mosque, to which all were bound. There 
were Knights present from Florida, Texas, 
Utah, the two Dakotas, Wisconsin, New 
York, Virginia, and all the middle Btates. 
From 3 o’clock until 7 there was a constant 
stream moving towards the Coliseum and for 
hours the throng sat supperless, almost 
sandwichiess, awaiting the exercises which 
they had traveled hundreds of miles to at- 
tend. Men hung from the girders and sat 
upon the great cross beams when all the 
seats were filled. 


Only “ Brothers ” Are Present. 

Chancellor Commander Terrill of Timoleon 
lodge told the Knights to be good and they 
would be entertained. The great throng 
was in excellent humor, for none but Knights 
were present. Even the janitors and other 
employés about the Coliseum had been sup- 
planted by Knights. R. L. C. White of 
Nashville, Tenn., Supreme Keeper of Rec- 
ords and Seals, and Major General James R. 
Carnahan of the uniformed rank delivered , 
addresses for the good of the order. 

The one disappointment of the evening 
was the announcement that Supreme Chan- 
cellor Ogden H. Fethers, who had been ex- 
pected to preside over all the deliberations 
of the jubilee, was unable to be present. 
From St. Joseph’s Hospital, Milwaukee, he 
sent this message: 

“My heart is with you tonight. ‘Your 
meeting will cheer the order everywhere and 
rouse us all to new zeal.”’ 


Ten Thousand Visitors Here. 

The throng of visiting Knights began to ar- 
rive early yesterday morning and by last 
night it was estimated more than 10,000 
visitors were in the city. 

The visitors were met at the several depots 
by subcommittees from Timoleon Lodge 
and directed to their hotels. Several bands 
were employed in this work, and the notables 
were given a marked reception that the 
jubilee of the local lodges might be remem- 
bered as a landmark in the history of the 
order.

MILES ATTACKS 
ROOT ARMY BILL 


Genefal Says He Would Be 
Forced to Resign if Re- 


organization Measure 
Became Law. 


PLOT TO AID FAVORITES 


Military Head of Nation Tells 
Senate Committee He Could 
Now Name the Men Who 


MAY BE REMOVED FOR TALK, 


Washington, D. C., March 20.—[ Special. ]— 
Lieutenant General Miles, testifying before 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
today, declared that if the army reorganise- 
tion bill submitted by Secretary of War 
Root should become a law he would be 
forced to resign his position and retire, 
Further than that, General Miles stated that 
he “could today name the men who would 
be selected to fill the new places " should the 
bill become a law. 

The declarations of General Miles are ex- 

pegted to widen the breach between him and 
the War department, and friends of the 
President deciare he will resent the state- 
ment that certain persons in the army are 


bill become a law. ; 

The testimony of General Miles was given 
privately before the committee, and he sub- 
mitted a typewritten outline of his attitude 
toward the bill. The testimony created a 
sensation in the capital, and, when the 
ports of his testimony, as printed in the 
afternoon papers, were shown General Miles, 
he issued a statement declaring the versions 
given the press were unwarranted. Late to- 
night, when shown this report of his testi- 
mony before the committee, General Miles 
declared it to be accurate and to reflect his 
views. 

Root Declines to Talk. 

Secretary of War Root, when shown Gen- 
eral Miles’ testimony, declined to say 
whether any action would be taken by the 
President or by the department. : 

Secretary Root exhibited little feeling. He 
remarked quietly that he was sorry Liew- 
tenant General Miles opposed this bill. He 
pointed out that, under the section of which 
General Miles complained, the Lieutenant 
General would have greatly enlarged powers 
in army management, instead of being re- 
- stricted in his functions, as he supposed.

Such a general 
staff as Secretary Root proposed wds calcu- 
jated, according to General Miles, to encour- 
age controversies, create dissensions, and 
result in delay and inactivity. 


Burleson Wants to Know. 


Representative Burleson of Texas, who is 
making quite a reputation for himself as a 
general nuisance, introduced in the House 
today one of his usual resolutions. He wants 
to know the details of the conversation and 
correspondence between the President and 
General Miles relative to the latter’s pro- 
posal to end the war in the Philippines by 
educating the Filipinos up to the idea of 
friendliness and the power of the American 
government. 

The President is never called upon by Con- 
gress to explain matters of ordinary execu- 
tive action. Congress has no more to do with 
the conduct of affairs in the Philippines than 
it has with the direction of the dinnersat the 
White House. The legislative branch of the 
government has never assumed to interfere 
with the conduct of the army or with the 
actual running of any branch of the gevern- 
ment except by means of regular law. Mr. 
Burleson's resolution will be largely ignored. 
The President was much disturbed because 
the story of General Miles’ offer reached the 
public at all, and Burleson’s resolution has 
merely tended to increase the strain already 
existing between the President and the Lieu- 
tenant General. 

Root’s Testimony on Bill. 

The printed report of the testimony of Sec- 
retary Root before the Military committee on 
this bill was made public today. In his state- 
ment the Secretary said that the general staff 
of the army as it is proposed to organize it 
under this bill would be simply an advisory 
board, and that its principal duty would be 
that of an advisory board.

SAFETY BILL IS DEBATED.

Washington, D. C., March 20.—Through- 
out today’s session of the Senate the bill 
providing for the protection of the President 
of the United States was under discussion. 
Just before adjournment an agreement was 
reached to vote on the measure and pending 
amendments at 4 o'clock tomorrow. The 
speakers today were Messrs. Pettus of Ala- 
bama, Hawley of Connecticut, and Nelson 
of Minnesota, in support of the bill, and 
Messrs. 
North Dakota, Mallory of Florida, Carmack 
of Tennessee, and Money and McLaurin of 
Mississippi,.in opposition to it. 


Hawley Thinks Bill Simple. 


Mr. Hawley of Connecticut expressed his 
astonishment that some Senators should 
persist in misrepresenting the measure, in 
misunderstanding the constitution, and in 
splitting hairs over inconsequential matters. 
He saw no reason why the Senate should 
hesitate for five minutes to pass the pending 
bill. In his opinion it was well considered 
and thoroughly matured. In conclusion, he 
said: ‘‘I have an utter abhorrence of An- 
archy and would give $1,000 to get a good 
shot at an Anarchist.’’ 

Mr. McCumber (N. D.), while he had no 
doubt of the authority of Congress to enact 
the proposed legislation, said he did object 
to some of the bill's provisions. He did not 
believe, for instance, that an attempt to take 
the life of the Secretary of the Interior ought 
to be punished with death merely because of 
his official position. He did not think such 
a provision was in accord with either reason 
or justice, 


Carmack Thinks It Futile. 


Mr. Carmack (Tenn.) said his objections to 
the bill did not apply to the question of its 
constitutionality. ‘‘ But I believe,’’ said he, 
“that it is bad in principle and utterly and 
absolutely unnecessary. No more futile, no 
more unnecessary law ever incumbered the 
statute books of this country than the meas- 
ure we now have under consideration.” 

He declared that such an act would not 
have prevented the assassination of any 
President, and he was eertain the measure 
never would accomplish one of the results 
hoped for from its enactment. 

Discussing the proposal to establish a mili- 
tary guard around the President, he declared 
that President Roosevelt, for instance, 
would not endure it fora moment. It would 
be absolutely intolerable to him. ‘* To es- 
cape such a guard, when he wanted to go 
out for a quiet stroll,” said he, ‘‘ the Presi- 
dent would climb out a back window, get 
out of the grounds by the back gate, and go 
up a back alley.” 


Calls Congress Hysterical. 
Mr. Money denounced anarchy and An- 
archists, saying that if'a measure could be 
devised that would rid the country of An- 
archists he would support it. They ought to 


_ be stamped out as are vermin, but Congress, 


actuated by hysteria, ought not to put upon 
the statute books a law that could not and 
would not be enforced. 

Mr. McLaurin of Mississippi, after ex- 
pressing his abhorrence of anarchy ana of 
Anarchists, said that he could not support 
the pending measure. It attached the death 
penalty not only to mere mansfaughter, but 
even to an attempt to commit manslaughter.

Slow Work on Rivers Bill. 


The House today made slow progress on 
the river and harbor bill, disposing of only 
thirty pages, and leaving fifty pages still to 
be considered. The River and Harbor com- 
mittee again today succeeded in defeating 
every amendment offered. Mr. Bellamy of 
North Carolina, during the day, took occa- 
sion to denounce the Crumpacker proposi- 
tion to investigat¢ Southern election laws 
as designed to stir up sectional strife.

CHARGES AGAINST MINISTER WU 


Chinese Envoy Held to Blame for Al- 
leged Misconduct of Consul Ho 
Yow at San Francisco. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 20.—Grave 
‘charges against Chinese Consul General Ho 
Yow, designed also to inculpate Minister 
Wu Ting Fang all under the seal of the Six 
Companies, are on file in the Foreign office 
in Pekin, says a local paper this morning. 
When, interviewed in regard to the matter 
Ho Yow said: 
“There are a number of charges, the 
greatest stress being laid on the allegation 
that I am not conducting the fight against 
exclusion as aggressively as the com- 


is that I am neglecting my official duties. 

The charges are said to bear the imprint of* 
the Six Companies. I am informed that the 

signatures and imprint of the companies are 

forgeries.”’ 

A prominent member of the Six Companies 
said: ‘*‘ We were informed that the charges 
comprised twenty-eight articles, One was 
the charge that a great deal of his time was 
devoted to his racing stable and that his 
jockeys wore the national colors, a yellow 
dragoon jacket. 

“The charges against Minister Wu were 
that he had previously: been notified of all 
this, but had failed to call the Consul to ac- 
count, and in that had shown neglect of his 
duties.’’

Minister Wu to Investigate. 

Washington, D.’ C., March 20.—Wu Ting 
Fang, the Chinese Minister, has been in- 
formed of the preference of charges against 
his brother-in-law, Ho Yow, the Chinese 
Consul General at San Francisco, and has 
instituted a searching investigation to learn 
the facts. If the charges are sustained, the 
Minister declares, no ties of relationship 
will block the administration of the full 
measure of justice. 


DOUBTS THE BIBLE MIRACLES. 


Professor H. L. Willett Tells Evanston 
Audience That They Pass the 
Bounds of Reason. 


Dr H. L. Willett of the University of Chi- 
cago delivered the fifth of a series of lectures 
on “* The Life of Christ " before a large audi- 
ence in the First Congregationa! Church of 
Evanston last night. The subject was ‘‘ The 
Miracles of Jesus."’ 

“The disinclination to accept the miracu- 
lous,” said Dr. Willett, “is not surprising.

The lecturer defined miracles as “ the nor- 
mal activities of a perfect life in the domain 
of nature.’ After commenting on the prog- 
ress of medical science he said: 

“There is no scientific proof today that 
any act of Jesus was unnatural. If Jesus 
lived the perfect life, if his perfect develop- 
ment gave him this miraculous power, is it 
not merely a question of time until we, too, 
shall be doing what Jesus did?’

WIRELESS PHONE 
MEETS HARD TEST 


Invention of Kentucky Man 
and His Son Given Trial 
Washington. 


MACHINE IS STILL CRUDE. 


Words and Messages Heard for 
Distance of Two Hun- 
dred Yards.

vention, manufac- 
tured on his farm 
near Murray, Ky., by himself and his 14- 
year-old son. The test was made on the Vir- 
ginia bank of the Potomac River, about half 
a mile above the aqueduct bridge, in the 
-presence of a party of New -Yorkers and 
some newspaper men. While the demon- 
stration was not entirely satisfactory to the 
inventor, no doubt remains as to the feasi- 
bility of his claims for at least 200 yards, 
the greatest distance at which messages 
were sent today. 

Tavern Inn was used as a central station, 
an operator was stationed over a plain pine 
box, on which resied an ordinary telephone 
transmitter and a receiver like those in every 
day use in all large cities. The box contained 
dry cells, a generator, and induction coils, 


which were connected with a steel rod in 


the earth by ordinary telephone wires. The 
box is about fourteen inches high, a foot 
broad, and eight inches wide. 

Mr. Stubblefield explained briefly that it 
simply contained a battery which connected 
with the currents of earth. The first test 
was on land. The party left the Tavern Inn 
with two sets of simple pieces of appartus 
which closely resembled, at first glance, the 
sticking irons used by surveyors. Each 
piece of apparatus consisted of two iron rods 
about two feet long, connected by green tele- 
phone wire. When stuck in the ground, the 
rods were about eighteen feet apart. In 
the center of the wire a telephone receiver 
was -attached. Proceeding about 100 feet 
from the house the party decided to experi- 
ment. Each of the sets of the apparatus 
was connected wtih the earth, the iron rods 
sinking in the soft ground to a depth of 
eighteen inches.

section of the apparatus on the shore. The 
message was received by two members of the 
party first. Others took turns at the re- 
ceiver. They all heard audible sounds, and 
distinguished words and sentences emitted 
from one of the receivers. The operator 
within the house played several popular 
airs upon an harmonica. The strains came 
through the receiver to the ear of the listen- 
ers. 

Mr. Stubblefield explained that his inven- 
tions simply harnessed the “ electrical 
field,” which scientists said to be every- 
where below the surface of the earth. When 
the iron rods were pulled from the earth 
nothing could be heard, but as soon as they 
were stuck in the ground agai the messages 
came. 

After the first test the party on the shore 
followed the bank of the river northward, 
climbing over rocks and following winding 
paths, and continued to receive messages at 
constantly increasing distances until the 
maximum was reached at about 20U yards, 
when the batteries became weaker. As 
there were no transmitting instruméntsin the 
hands of the receiving party no messages 
could be sent back. 

After the land tests the party entered the 
steamer, on which telephone receivers had 

been placed simply 


with strings to the 
No Obstacle The wiring 
to Message. was attached to an 
iron weight and 


thrown into the water at the stern of the 
boat, where it dragged as the steamer start- 
ed from the shore. The sending operator 
remained within the inn. At different dis- 
tances tests were made between the land 
and water, messages being sent from those 
at the hotel to the party on the boat. Music of 
a harmonica and a simple counting of figures 
was plainly heard. Sentences were not so 
plain. At distances of more than 100 yards 
the words were not clear and distinct. Stub- 
blefield thinks this defect would be easily 
remedied with more perfect instruments. 

Stubblefield, who is 40 years of age, is 

thoroughly absorbed in his work and brim-

Years of work on his farm have 
made him stoopshouldered. His mustache is 
drooping and sandy.

His father, W. J. Stubblefield, was a 
well known member of the bar of south- 
western Kentucky. In his inventions he has 
been aided by his 14-year-old son Burnard, 
who is said to have a wonderful grasp of 
electrical and scientific subjects for one so 
young. As a matter of fact, the father ad- 
mits that the son has more technical knowl- 
edge than the parent, whoclaims to bé ground- 
ed ‘orly in certain general principles, The 
instruments used today were manufactured 
by father and son on their farm in Kentucky 
and are entirely unlike the massive products 
of the great electrical works of the country.

RISINGS GROWING LESS. 


Not More than 5 Per Cent of En- 
tire Group, He Asserts, Re- 
inains Unpacified. 


OTIS GIVES MORE EVIDENCE. 


Washington, D. C., March 20.—Judge 
‘Wright, acting civil Governor of the Philip- 
pines, has written a personal letter to Gen- 
eral Marcus J. Wright of this city which 
gives an interesting insight into the condi- 
tion of affairs in the Philippines. 

“We are so far removed from the United 
States,’ says Governor Wright, “that I 
fear the people at home get rather an in- 
The 
press reports of the last month or more 
which have reached us here, together with 
the comments thereon, seem to indicate that 
the general opinion is that the whole islands 
are cither blazing with insurrection or else 
that outbreaks dre prevented only by the 
use of troops on an extensive scale. This is 
whoily misleading. 


Insurréction the Exception. 

‘The real truth is that in 06 per cent of 
the territory of the islands there is no in- 
surrection, and Americans go about singly 
and unarmed with about as much safety as 
they would in a large majority of the States 
at home. There is a fast dying insurrection 
in two provinces of the great Island of Luzon 
and in the remote southern Island of Samar. 

Here and there in more remote sections 
there are instances of cattle stealing and 
occasionally murder or robbery. We are 
dealing energetically with the lawless ele- 
ment, and the people as a rule are rebullding 
their houses where ‘they have been de- 
stroyed, tilling their fields, and pursuing 
their ordinary vocations. 

“Of course, telegraphic dispatches gen- 
erally deal alone in something sensational. 
I apprehend that if any one of us were ina 
foreign country and received only news of 
what was happening in the United States 
in police circles we would get about the 
same idea of our own country as many of 
the people of the United States seem to have 
of this. 


Progress of Year Tremendous. 

“The fact is that the progress we have 
made in the last year is tremendous, and to 
me encouraging. While I do not look for 
the millennium, either here or elsewhere, 
speedily, I see no reason to doubt that Amer- 
ican authority can be mafntained without 
more troops than indicated by Governor 
Taft.. Of course, we must utilize the native 
in policing his own country, just as has béen 
done by England in al} her colonies from the 
beginning.”’ 


Otis Gives More Testimony. 

General Otis today resumed his testimony 
before the Senate Philippine committee. 
Senator Patterson continued his question- 
ing and referred to a letter dated Sept. 8, 
1898, addressed by General Otis to Aguinaldo 
as ‘“‘ The commanding Genera] of the Philip- 
pine forces,”’ in which he spoke of the sac- 
rifices made by. the revolutionary forces 
‘*in the interest of civil liberty.’’ 

General Otis declared that this related to 
their dealings with the Spaniards. He ad- 
mitted that before the United States army 
arrived in Manila and for some little time 
before they took possession, the insurgents 
had the, Spaniards hemmed in in Manila. 
He denied that he led Aguinaldo to believe 
that the United States would not assume 
absolute sovereignty and government con- 


He thought that hisiletter should be con- 
sidered as a whole. 

General Otis, replying to Senator Dubols, 
said that the introduction of Chinese coolie 
labor in the Philippines would be unwise. 
Japanese labor, he thought, would be the 
most acceptable, because they affiliate read- 
ily with the Filipinos. j 


Hoar’s “peeches Made Trouble. — 

A question by Senator Beveridge regarding 
the effect on the Filipinos of literature sen} 
from the United States precipitated a lively 
discussion. General Otis said that when 
Mabini was brought in he had a pile of New 
York papers with him which had antago- 
nized the sovereignty of the United States 
in the Philippines. 

“Did he have any of Senator Hoar’s 
speeches?” inquired Senator Patterson. 

“O, yes, those speeches were all over the 
islands,” replied the witness. 

Senator Allison, who was in the chair, said 
he would exclude any allusion to Senators’ 
speeches. Senator Patterson interjected the 
remark that Senators should not be attacked 
from masked batteries. 

“I asked the extent to which it gave aid 
to the insurrection,” said Senator Beveridge, 

* When the Senator from Indiana,” retort- 
ed Senator Patterson, “ propounded that 


standing by what he believes to be simple 
justice of the Filipinos, I do not propose 
to be assailed from behind a masked bat- 
tery.”

CHINA SAFE WITH. 


DUAL ALLIANCE. 


French Ministry Explains the 
Russo-Franco Note Ad- 
dressed to the Powers. 


WILLNOT TRUST ENGLAND | 


Britain Not to Be Allowed to 
Decide When Status Quo 
Is Disturbed. 


GERMANY KEEPS OUT OF IT. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PARIS, March 30.—The Temps, the orgah 
of the French Foreign office, publishes this 
evening an obviously inspired article on the 
purport of the Russo-Franco note, of which 
it emphasizes the impoftance. The article 
opens by remarking that the expression 
“allied governments” is used for the first 
time in international peglitics in the present 
note and that now the oft-proclaimed alli- 
ance is to be seen in action. 
But, continues the writer, although France 
and Russia are in complete accord with the 
terms of the Anglo-Japanese treaty, there 
is no reason why the dual alliance should 
leave the defense of the common interests 
of its members to the English and Japanese. 
The Temps declares it.is impossible that 
it should be left to these two to be the sole 
judges of. when the status quo was being 
disturbed. Therefore, in order to prevent 
misunderstanding, the dual alliance reserves 
its right to protect its own interests while 
maintaining the integrity and free develop- 
ment of China. 
The Journal des Debats publishes an ar- 
ticle in a similar vein and adds that it isclear 
the dual alliance regarded the Anglo-Jap- 
anese treaty as a possible weapon of offense. 


Attacks Delcasse’s Policy. 

In thé Senate today during the discussion 
of the foreign budget, Senator Gotteron 
criticised the government’s foreign policy 
and called attention to articles in the Fort- 
nightly Review, according to which Ger- 
many proposed to M. Hanotaux, the former 
Foreign Minister, and M. Delcasse, the pres- 
ent Foreign Minister, an understanding on 
African questions; but the negotiations 
failed, the result being that Germany turned 
to Great Britain, with which she was now 
allied, and Emperor William, the former 
protector of the Transvaal, was now the 
friend of the British Cabinet. 

Had French diplomacy been properly di- 
rected, M. Gotteron added, France would not 
have suffered from the Fashodaincident. M. 
Delcasse, during his recent visit to St. Peters- 
burg, gave Great Britain an intuition that 
France was supporting Russia in the Man- 
churian question, which induced Great Brit- 
ain to conclude an alliance with Japan. 

The extension of the Franco-Russian allli- 
ance to China, as announced yesterday, de- 
clared the Senator, was areply to the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance, and the situation appeared 
to the Senator to be grave. They had three 


enemies yesterday, and today they had five. 


France to Respect China. 

M. Delcasse replied to Senator Gotteron, 
denying that a proposition for a Franco- 
German understanding had been made to 
either M. Hanotaux or himself. Referring to 
the Anglo-Japanese treaty, the Foreign Min- 
ister said there was nothing in it at which 
France need take umbrage. Respect forthe 
integrity of China was the basis of France’s 
policy, and France was equally astisfied r¢- 
garding the open door principle. The Anglo- 
Japanese agreement has broken down resist- 
ance to the policy of alliances. Everybody 
now recognizes that alliances are necessary, 
and where acommunity of sentiment as well 
as a community of interest exists, the result 
is a most solid alliance, which was the secret 
of the strength of the Franco-Russian alli- 
ance, whose durable character was shown 
by the visists of the Czar to France and the 
coming visit of President Loubet to Russia, 
‘* bearing to our ally the cordial greeting of 
France.”’ 


This statement of M. Delcasse was greeted 


with loud cheers. 


Will Protect French Rights. 
Senator De Cuverville asked what meas- 
ures would be taken to protect French rights 
in Newfoundland. M. Delcasse replied that 
the French position there was clear beyond 
discussion, 
The foreign minister concluded by reply- 


ing to questions regarding Frenchmen cap- 


tured by the British while fighting for the 
Boers. He said: 

‘**Some of the prisoners were arrested at 
Johannesburg, under the pretext that they 
were engaged in certain intrigues. We con- 
sider a prisoner of war can only be taken on 
the field of battle. But Great Britain does 
not accept this view. There is only one 
French prisoher of this category, however, 
who has not been released, and strong efforts 
are being made to secure his liberation. 

** Regarding the concentration camps, the 
British government informs that all facil- 
ities have been given for forwarding pro- 
visions and other objects requested by the 
French -committee.’’ 

The minister’s statement was applauded. 
The foreign budget was then adopted. 


Russia as China’s Protector. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 20.—The offi- 
cial press in publishing the Franco-Russian 
note anent China and Corea makes the offi- 
cial statement that Russia will assist in the 
maintenance of the independence and integ- 
rity of China and Corea.

ENGLISH VIEW OF THE FRANCO. 
RUSSIAN JOINT NOTE. 


Belated Conversion of Russia to the 
Principle of Unrestricted Trade in 
the Far East Is Welcomed by Part of 
the London Press—Other Journals, 
More Suspicious, Assert There May 
Be a Hidden Menace Under the 
Harmless Phrasing.

LONDON, March 21, 8 a. m.—The Franco- 
Russian note excites a good deal of opti- 
mistic discussion in the English press. The 
belated conversion of Russia into an advo- 
cate of the open door principle, with France 
to countersign her diplomacy, is regarded 
as the first practical evidence of the creation 

of a new order in the far East. 

One or two suspicious commentators take 
a less favorable view of the joint note and 
assert that while its phrasing is harmless, 
the fact that it has been issued from the 
Foreign offices at Paris and St. Petersburg 
is proof that the powers against which the 
agreement was aimed accept the full re- 
spensibllity and stand together. 

English writers are certain of the diplo- 
matic support of the United States, but are 
not assured that Germany can be depended 
upon to sanction the new principle of the 
collective commercial interests of the mari- 
time powers, which the Anglo-Japanese 
agreement embodies. They are not fully 
convinced that Prince Henry’s mission, as 
it is now generally described in Germany, 
has been widened out by force of circum- 
stances, and that’England is not excluded 
from the. circle of good feeling. 


King’s Plans Not Understood. 


Contradicting statements are still current 
respecting the King’s plans for his yacht- 
ing cruise. Several paragraphers do not 
like to admit that they were misinformed re- 
specting the Riviera plans, and suggest that 
the British government had been warned 
that the King would be subjected to Boer 
machinations and insults. The King*prob- 
ably had only half made up his mind and 
now has easily changed his plans. 


John Dillon’s Suspension. 


The scene in the House of Commons last 
evening, which ended in the suspension of 
John Dillon, was in one way quite unprece- 
dented. Expression of feeling has never 
been more unrestrained, and even on the 
historic occasion when Plimsoll shook his 
fist at Disraeli, parliamentary propriety was 
not so severely outraged. Chamberlain is 
master of a polished sarcasm, and his re- 
mark that Dillon was a good judge of trait- 
ors, referred to the fact that a few nights 
ago at an Irish meeting in Glasgow the 
Nationalist member called for cheers for 
Delarey. The Irishman lost his temper and 
called Chamberlain a damned liar, and was 
suspended for a week. The new procedure 
rules are not yet in force, otherwise the sus- 
pension would have been for six weeks and 
an apology would have been necéssary, 


Suspension May Be Indefinite. * 

A curious point has arisen in connection 
with the suspension of Mr. Dillon. When the 
debate on the new procedure rules was ad- 
journed the House of Commons had delib- 
erately omitted the old period of suspension 
and had not inserted the new terms. Ac- 
cording to some of the highest authorities 
in the House the suspension is, therefore, 
really for an indefinite periods Redmond 
will probably ask Mr. Balfour today what 
action the government intends to take in 
the matter. There is a feeling that the 
spirit of the old rule for the preservation of 
order should be maintained until the new 
scheme has been formally sanctioned, and 
for the attainment of this end a resolution 
will have to be moved limiting the term of 
suspension to seven days. 


Sensational Tobacco War. 


The Ogden Tobacco company’s sensational 
offer was much discussed on the Stock Ex- 
change yesterday, and its immediate effect 
was to depress the price of Imperial To- 
bacco shares. The British trust offered the 
retail tobacconists some share of the profits 
and a bonus of $2,000. The Ogden company, 
which is now a branch of the American To- 
bacco company, comes forward with an offer 
of the whole of its net profits, and a bonus of 
$1,000,000 per annum for the next four years. 
In some quarters this man’s generosity has 
given risg to suspicion, but Duke is reported 
to have stated that heis actually prepared to 
lose $10,000,000 in his fight with the British 
company. 

London Sees American Farce. 

Criterion Theater reverted last night 
to farce under Charles Frohman’s manage- 
mént.

RIVAL TRUSTS IN ENGLAND 
GIVE AWAY PROFITS. 


Ogden Syndicate, Which Is Controlled 
by American Capital,.Sends a Tele- 
gram to Every Dealer in the United 
Kingdom ‘Offering to Divide a Bo- 
nus of $1,000,000 with the Retailers 
Every Year for Four Years—Next 
Move in Struggle Eagerly Awaited. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 20.—The Ogden Tobacco 
company, the London branch of the Amer- 
ican Tobacco company, announces today the 
counter-inducement which it offers retailers 
against the bonus offered by the Imperial 
Tobacco company. The Ogden declares 
that it intends to give the net profits and 
$1,000,000 a year for the next four years to 
its customers. The American Tobacco com- 
pany only recently obtained control of the 
Ogden firm, which hitherto served 7,000 re- 
tailer in Great Britain. 

The Ogden offer created intense sensation 
in the tobacco trade today. Messrs. Baker, 
the next largest retailers in London after 
Salmon & Gluckstein, have announced that 
they do not intend to sell the Imperial To- 
bacco company’s goods. They thus prac- 
tically join the American combination. 
~ Ogden (limited) today sent out 10,000 tele- 
grams from its Liverpool headquarters car- 
rying the announcement of its offer to every 
tobacco tradesman in England. The fact 
that Ogden’s business in 1900 amounted to 
nearly $4,830,000 indicates the enormity of 
the sum it expects tq expend in bonuses, 

The London tobacconists immediately 
called a meeting for tomorrow to consider 
their future action. 


Rival Offers Compared. 

A representative of the Imperial company’s 
interest is quoted as saying that the discrep- 
ancy between the rival offers is more appar- 
ent that real. The Ogdens’ entire profits 
for the year, according to the last report, 
were only $205,000, while the combined profits 
of the amalgamated firms exceeded $5,000,- 
000, and the Imperial company had already 
promised to eventually disburse one-fifth of 
its profits after dividends were paid. 


Means American Methods. 

The comment in the papers this morning 
on the startling development in the tobacco 
struggle is mainly confined to the serious 
effect of the introduction of American meth- 
ods into Great Britain. 

The Daily Chronicle in an editorial refers 
to the appeal of the Canadian manufacturers 
for legislative interference against the Amer- 
ican tobacco combine, and says the remedy 
is worse than the disease. 

The Daily News says that expensive to- 
bacco, which will be the final outcome of 
the struggle, may not bea serious evil. 

The Daily Mail thinks the Imperial To- 
bacco company‘has been outmaneuvered. 
** It showed its hand too soon and was, there- 
fore, easily outbid,”’ says this paper. 


MORE ARRESTS MADE IN HAYTI.

VENEZUELAN SEAPORTS IN DAN- 
: GER OF CAPTURE. 


Insurgents to the Number of 800 Be- 
siege Cities of Carupano and Bar- 
celona—Cable Wires Have Been Cut 
and the President of the Republic 
Is Unable to Communicate with His 
Generals in Different Military 
Camps. 


WILLEMSTAD, Island of Curacoa, March 
20.—The Venezuelan revolution, headed by 
General Matos, seems to be taking form. 
Eight hundred revolutionists, under General 
Penalozo, are besieging Carupano, a seaport 
town in the State of Bermudez, and the 
revolutionists, under.General Monagas, have 
surrendered Barcelona, the principal sea 
port, and have cut the cables. ° 

General Riera, who escaped the pursuit of 
the Venezuelan government troops near 
Cumarebo, {s marching in the direction of 
Tucacas, a seaport town in the State of 
Lara, which place is to be attacked on land 
by his troops and from the sea by the revo- 
lutionary steamer Bolivar. 

The Venezuelan government is sending 
troops to El Hacha to intercept General 
Riera and prevent the junction of his troops 
with the revolutionists in the Barquisimeto 
district. 

The situation is said to be critical for 
President Castro. The Venezuelan fleet is 
not in condition to pursue the Bolivar, and 
the plans of President Castro to capture the 
cruiser have failed. 

The financial state of affairs in Venezuela 
is as bad as the political situation in that 
country. The government clerks have not 
been paid for six months and coffee is un- 
salable. 


GERMANS UPHOLD BORAX RULE. 


Opinion in Berlin That Protest of Amer- 
icans Against Exclusion of Meat 
So Treated Will Not Avail. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, March 20.—The result reported 
in New York of the inquiry instituted by 
American meat preservers into the German 
imperial decree of Feb. 18 forbidding the im- 
portation after Oct. 1 of any meats on which 
preservative solutions have been used is 
published here today. The report states 
that the American preserved meat trade pro- 
poses to ask the Washington government to 
protest. 


> The local trade here regards such a step 


as wholly useless, because the order in 
which is the regulation against the use of 
borax applies equally to Germany as well 
as foreign countries. Officers of the local 
meat trade organizations say that they are 
satisfied that borax and its salts are not in- 
dispensable for preserving, inasmuch as 
American meat on which no borax has been 
used has been successfully imported Into 
Switzerland and American hams into Leip- 
zig. 

The German government is convinced that 
innocuous chemical substitutes are available, 
and importers are inclined to think that 
borax and its salts are only indispensable 
when it is a case of averting filles in summer 
time. 


German government knew what it was do- 
ing when it forbade the introduction of meat 
thus prepared, and that hence any protest 
from Washington would be without effect.

SEARCH ENDS IN BOSTON. 


Boston, Mass., March 20.—[Special ]— 
George Johnson of Newcastle, Pa., today. 
after six months’ search, found his two boys 
had been lost by their insane mother while 
roaming about the country. The children 
are 2% years and 15 months old, respectively, 
and the story of their disappearance reads 
more like a romance than a reality. 

The children were found abandoned in 
Compton Park, Worcester, on the night of 
Sept. 6 last. When discovered by some 
small boys they lay asleep in a hollow off 
one of tae park walks. There was nothing 
about their clothing to give the police the 
slightest clew to their identity, and so, after 
a month, they were “ farmed” out by the 
State Board of Charities. hen the father 
was located they were brought to this city 
and restored to him, and he started for home 
with them at once, 


Insane Mother Runs Away. 


Johnson is an electrician. Until seven 
months ago his home was a happy one. He 
accumulated quite a snug sum of money. 
Three children were born to him, the two. 
mentioned, and a boy who is now 6 years 
of age. 

His wife frequently talked of the happy 
days when she would be able to travel and 
see the world. It wasthe uppermost thought 
in her mind until she became insane over 
the idea. One night she and the children 
disappeared, and it was not until four 
wmonths ago that he was able to locate his 
wife. 

During the four months he advertised in 
various papers for the missing woman and 
children. He set detectives on the trail, 
but no trace of the family could be found. 
He résigned his position and started out to 
seek for himself. 


Finds Wife and One Boy. 


At Scranton, Pa., he found his wife had 
called on her parents, and it later transpired 
that she traveled all over the New England 
States. Finally she turned up in Cleveland, 
O., where she had relatives. With her was 
her eldest boy, whom it is said she also tried 
to abandon, but he clung to her closely. 


Forgets the Other Children. 

She was returned to her homein Newcastle, 
but she could not remember what had be- 
come of the other children. Her mind began 
to improve and from what her husband could 
learn he was led to belleve they were some- 
where in Massachusetts . Inquiries of State 
officials resulted in their return. When the 
State took charge of the little fellows, they 
were named Henry and Joseph Jefferson. 


KANSAS METHODIST MINISTER 
ACCUSED OF BEING HERETIC. 


The Rev. Granville Louther of Mc- 
Pherson Charged with Being Athe- 
istic and Will Be Tried by Conference 


McPherson, Kas., March 20.—The Rev. 
Granville Louther, D. D., pastor of a local 
church, was served with papers at the South- 
west Methodist Episcopal conference here 
today charging him with heresy, and setting 
forth that he would be tried at Arkansas 
City, Kas., on March 26. The Rev. Mr. 
Louther is charged with being guilty “ of 
disseminaing doctrines contrary to and sub- 
versive of the doctrines of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church,” and it is alleged that he 
is atheistic and evolutionistic.” 

Mr. Louther is charged with making and 
teaching the following doctrines: 

“ That the serpent who talked to Eve was 
a man, one of the race to which she and 
Adam belonged, that he had not come into 
a .consciousness of God, therefore was 
classed with the beasts, and that there were 
others inhabitants or members of the race, 
if not, how did Cain find his wife itn the land 
of Nod. If not, whence came the daug&ters 
of men whom the sons of God took for their 
wives? ‘The reasonable interpretation is 
that the descendants of Adam were called 
sons of God, because, having entered into a 
conscious Knowledge of God, they would 
claim him as their Creator and worship him. 
The others, not knowing God, were called 
sons and daughters of men. 

‘“ That Adam and Eve, as first created, had 
no perception of their obligations of obedi- 
ence; that‘in eating of the fruit of the tree 
of good and evil they had done nothing ex- 
eept what the others about them were doing, 
and what they themselves had formerly 
done, that is, live like beasts, but they had 
a higher vision of spiritual things than 
formerly and consequently they felt guilt. 

“That Christ died for man to show men 
how to die for man; that this willingness to 
die for man should be multiplied by exactly 
the number of disciples of,Christ, and that 
the atonement can never bé completed until 
this idea prevailed.”’ 

Mr. Louther has been identified for years 
with the Kansas State Holiness association 
as its President. He believes that in re- 
ligion as well as in world building. God is 
proceeding from lower to higher forms and 
that this process must continue in the future 
as it has in the past. He says creeds are 
useful only as landmarks.

Aurora, Lll., March 20.—[Special.]—Albert 
J. Hopkins met with a nasty rebuke here in 
his own home today, one he will not forget 
in many a year. He interfered in a local 
fight, involving a nominatiop for Sheriff and 
some other county offices. He was told to 
keep off the grass, but he had to get in. 
After a bitter fight, in which he used all his 
power, personal and political, in which he 
was assisted by the 5 per cent assessment 
fund, he won a left-handed victory. 

He had all three of the judges of the 
Aurora primary. Just as Yates had all the 
judges in Sangamon a week or so ago. A 
thousand Republicam voters disfran- 
chised and their ballots refused. No repre- 
sentative of the anti-Hopkins ticket was per- 
mitted to witness the voting or the count out. 
And for all this the Hopkins outfit only car- 
ried Aurora by a majority of 262 out of a 
t6tal of 2,786 votes cast.

Hopkins Put to Test. 

Albert J. Hopkins had the fight of his life 
to beat Tarbie. There are hundreds of men 
here in Aurora tonight who will believe as 
long as they live that the Tarble delegates 
carried Aurora two to one. They are firm 
in the faith that Postmaster Constantine, 
Hopkins’ floor manager, who headed the 
judges of the primaries, counted them out. 
No amount of persuasion could convince 
them to the contrary. 

Mr. Hopkins has the delegation from Au- 
rora to the county convention at Geneva on 
Saturday. He will probably name delegates 
to a Senatorial convention, and delegates to 
a Congressional convention as well.

PURPOSE OF GIGANTIC CRUSADE 
AGAINST SALOONS. 


Protective Association, Taking Up Su- 
preme Court’s Decision as to What 
Constitutes a Block, Prepares for 
Campaign from Thirty-ninth to 
Highty-third Street and from State 
Street to the Lake—May Cost City 
$150,000 in Licenses, | 


From Thirty-ninth street to Eighty-third, 
and from State street to the lake, it will be 
impossible to get a glass of beer or a drink 
of whisky legally if the Hyde Park Protec- 
tive association is successful in the work 
it has planned for the next eleven days. 

Secretary Arthur B. Farwell and President 
Brintnall of the association laid their plans 
before Corporation Counsel Walker yester- 
day afternoon. They are preparing to take 
advantage of the recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the Germania summer gar- 
den case that a “ block” means the four 
sides of a rectangle, and that, therefore, the 
consent of residents on eight different street 
frontages are required before a license can 
be granted in local option districts. 


Will Affect Three Hundred Saloons. 

Three hundred saloons are said to be con- 
cerned in the work upon which the associa- 
tion is starting. Forms for protests have 
been prepared and these will be circulated 
for signatures by the residents in the neigh- 
borhood of the existing saloons. If filed 
thirty days before the time for renewal of 
licenses—May 1—the saloonkeepers will be re- 
quired to secure frontage consents again. 
Under the new interpretation of a block it 
is asserted that it will be practically im- 
possible for the saloonkeepers to secure con- 
sents. 

As the protests must be filed by April 1, the 
association has just eleven days in which to 
circulate its petitions against.all the saloons 
in the local option district. — 


May Cost City $150,000. 

If the efforts of the association should be 
even in a measure successful it will be 
rather costly to the city. The complete ex- 
termination of the saloons within the district 
will deprive the municipality of $150,000 in 
licensé fees, which have been estimated in 
the receipts on which appropriations have 
been based. Every time Mr. Farwell suc- 
ceeds in knocking out one of the saloons on 
the *‘ block ”’ interpretation, he knocks $500 
off the city’s revenue. 


Protection for Citizens. 


“ This court decision will enable many per- 
sons to protect their neighborhoods from the 
presence of objectionable resorts,’’ said Mr. 
Farwell. ‘* Until now the persons living in 
the block a saloon occupied could do nothing 
unless they were on the samestreet. Now 
they have a voice in the matter and we ex- 
pect to get them to sign protests.”’ 

Mr. Walker said that saloon proprietors 
have had difficulty in securing the necessary 
signatures when it was required to get them 
on the two sides of the street in which the 
location was to be. This difficulty will be 
multiplied four times.

Record of the Victim. 

Hopkins or Loomis or Clark has a criminal 
record extending over a period of seven 
years that shows he has enjoyed little liberty 
in that time.. In addition to proving him an 
adept burglar, the Pinkerton agency pro- 
duced clippings from all over the country 
yesterday to show that this man of many 
names was a desperate character. The 
police records of Chicago speak for the man’s 
utter fearlessness*when in danger of arrest. 

Assistant Superintendent Andrew Irle of 
the Pinkerton agency produced files yester- 
day that showed that in December, 1895, 
Hopkins was arrested in New York while 
having a tool made that would open a safe, 
The mechanic engaged to make the tool re- 
ported his job to the police and Hopkins 
was caught. He got a sentence of five years 
for his work there, 

While in prison he was adjudged insane 
and was sent to the Mattewan (N. Y.) Insane 
Asylum. In December, 1898, he was paroled 
to R. W. McNamee of Chicago. He came 
here and opened a saloon at 71 East Twenty- 
second street. . 

Previous to his arrest in the East Hopkins 
was *‘ operating’ in Chicago with Thomas 
Monahan and Thomas Ryan. The trio were 
surprised in a flat facing Ellis Park. By a 
dexterotis move Hopkins got hold ofa gun, 
and, ‘‘ covering ’’ the officers, escaped. Later 
the other two men were identified as mem- 
bers of a trio that had been seen loitering 
around the Oakland National Bank at Oak- 
wood and Drexel boulevards. Detectives 
Miller and McGuire believed they were plan- 
ning to rob the bank. 


Witness of the Shooting. 


The shooting of Hopkins by Kipley oc- 
curred at 8:30 yesterday morning. The one 
witness was Lillie Arlington, better known 
as “ Diamond Lil,” who Hved, much of her 
time, in Kipley’s flat. Her story of the af- 
fair does not tally with that of Kipley. Both 
are held at the Twenty-second Street Police 
Station, while Lieutenant Cronin, Sergeant 
Supple, and several detectives are collecting 
evidence. Jealousy, the police suppose, 
caused the trouble. 

The victim, in the hospital, says there was 
no provocation for the shooting. 


Kipley’s Version of the Affair. 

The story of the shooting as told by Kipley 
is as follows: 

He entered Isaac Bloom's dance hall et 
178-180 Twenty-second street on Wednes- 
day night. There he met Hopkins. Kipley 
and Hopkins shook hands and had several 
drinks together. Finally Hopkins drew a 
revolver and began flourishing it. Kuipley 
took the weapon from Hopkins and told him 
he would keep it until Hopkins was in a bet- 
ter condition. 


“I arrived at my flat at the Ludgate at 


about 8:30 in the morning,” continued Kip- 


ley. ‘‘ When 1 got to the flat door, No. 11, on 
the third floor, I met Hopkins. The man de- 
manded his gun. 

“When I did not make a move to give 
up the revolver Hopkins drew that dagger 
and jabbed me, but not viciously. I told 
him to come into the flat, and we went in to- 
gether. I asked him if I gave him the gun if 
he would put it away... He said he would, 
and|so I gave it to him. Then Hopkins said: 
‘I am going to clean out this joint,’ and I 
got his gun out of his side coat pocket, and 
put it in my pocket. .He saw me do it, pulled 
the knife, and lunged toward me. I drew 
the revolver and fired three shots.”

E. F. GOBEL, ONE OF OLDEST 
LOCAL CONTRACTORS, DEAD. 


Known as the Builder of Tunnels Under 
River and Many Public Buildings— 
Victim to Grip. 


Elias F. Gobel, one of the oldest Chicago 
contractors, who participated in the recon- 
struction of the city after the great fire, and 
later became prominent in the construction 
of railway bridges, government and other 
public buildings, died last night at his resi- 
dence, 230 Ashland boulevard. Mr. Gobel 
was taken ill with the grip on Monday after- 
‘noon, and in an hour was prostrated. He 
goon grew worse, and on Wednesday it be- 
came evident he could not survive. He had

been ill all winter, and recently made a trip 
South for his health. 

Mr. Gobel was born at Baskin Ridge, Mor- 
ris County, N. J., July 1, 18384. His father 
was a farmer and moved to Elgin, Ill., in 
1844, where he died a few years later. The 
gon received an education in the publie 
schools of Elgin and then learned the mason’s 
trade, in which he became a skilled work- 
man, when, by careful study, he became 
familiar with the details of bullding. 

It was as a contractor that Mr. Gobel be- 
came prominent. After three years of ap- 
prenticeship, he was employed by the old 
Galena railroad compauy, now the Chicago 
and Northwestern, as superintendent of con- 
struction of nearly all the arch bridges on 
the line between Chicagoand Freeport. His 
next work was the construction of ap- 
proaches and piers at Clinton, Ia., for the 
second bridge ever built across the Missis- 
sippi River. The successful completion of 
this work placed him in the front rank of 
contractors in mason work. * 

Mr. Gobel remained with the sume road 
until 1867, when he removed with his family 
to Chicago, 
and superintendent of-masonry work for the 
city. In this capacity he superintended the 
construction of the Washington ana La Salle 


street tunnels. He then became a general 


contractor and builder, and was building 
the Clark street bridge at the time of the 
great fire. After the fire he rebuilt the 
masonry work for nearly all the bridges 
over the river, and a great many of the 
police stations, engine-houses, viaducts, and 
other public works. He also was the con- 
tractor for the first crib built in the lake, 
the Administration Building, the Cook 
County Hospital, the Presbyterian Theolog- 
ical Seminary, and the Hartford Building, 
of which until recently he was principal 
owner. 

He was connected with the construction of 
gevera] government buildings at Washing- 
ton, D. C., and other cities, and was one of 
the contractors on the Chicago Postoffice 
Building. 

He was a member of the People’s Church, 
the Union League club, the Illinois club, 
and the Builders and Traders’ Exchange. 
Years ago he was a Douglas Democrat, but 
jater became a Republican. 

In 18638 Mr. Gobel married Susan EB. Peck 
of Lombard, [i]. The widow and four chil- 
aren survive. Arrangements for the funeral 
have not been completed. Burial will be 
at Graceland. 


JULIA B. FRENCH FOUND DEAD. 


Eccentric and Wealthy Boston Woman,

Boston, Mass.,’ March 20.—Mrs. Julia B. 
French, wealtfiy, eccentric, and known 
throughout the country because Of her many 
lawsuits, was found dead in her residence 
in the Back Bay district this afternoon.

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BABY FOUND IN A BUNDLE 


ABANDONED BY MOTHER; PO- 
LICEMAN AS ITS GODFATHER. 


Young Woman Kisses Child, Leaves It 
in a Garbage Box, and Soon Disap- 
pears—Infant Is Rescued and Taken 
to Catholic Church, Where It Is Bap- 
tized in Presence of Bluecoats— 
Probably Wtill Be Given to an Or- 
phan Asylum Today.

Disowned by its mother and cast into a 
garbage box, a 4 weeks’ old baby, in good 
health, was taken into a church a few hours 
later, and with a policeman as godfather, 
was baptized according to Roman Catholic 
rites. The baby was given the name of Mary 
Ann Ryan, and today probably will be taken 
to amorphan asylum. 

While standing on the rear porch of her 
residence at 5723 Marshfield avenue yester- 
day afternoon, Mrs. Mary Bockwoldt saw 
@ young woman, with her face partly con- 
cealed, enter the alley, carrying what ap- 
peared to be a bundle. 

When in the rear of Mrs, Bockwoldt’s home 
the woman stopped, and, approaching the 
garbage box, lifted the lid. She raised the 
bundle to her face as if kissing it, then de- 
posited it in the box, and hurried away, 


Baby Wrapped in a Shawl. 

Mrs. Bockwoldt suspected the woman's 
purpose and rushed out to find a baby girl, 
wrappedina shawl. She calied tu the woman, 
who had just reached the sidewalk, but the 
only response received was: ‘I’m going to 
the grocery store. I forgot something. I 
shall be back in a minute.”’ “ 

Then the woman hurried into the street 
and boarded a north-bound street car. 

Mrs. Bockwoldt took the baby in her arms 
and carried itinto the house. The child ap- 
peared healthy and strong, but had little 
clothing. The shaw! kept it warm. 

Word was sent to the Englewood Police 
Station and the patrol wagon went for the 
baby. Tothe policeman in charge Mrs. Bock- 
woldt said the only description she could give 
of the woman who had deserted the child 
was that she was young and tall, with black 
hair, and wearing a black coat. This descrip- 
tion later was sent to all the police stations 
in the city. 

Taken to the Englewood station, the baby 
was placed in charge of Mrs. McDermott, 
the matron. The child was prepared at once 
for baptism, and, accompanied by Desk Ser- 
geant John Shine and a few other policemen, 
Mrs. McDermott took it to St. Bernard’s 
Church, at Sixty-fifth street and Stewart, 
avenue. 


Child Is Baptized. 

Father Murray was summoned, d#@ in the 
presence only of representatives of the law, 
parents, and relations being unknown, the 
baby- was baptized. The name chosen was 
the result of an agreement among the wit- 
nesses. 

When the baby was again placed in Mrs. 
McDermott’s arms by Father Murray, the 
christening party filed out of the church to 
the patrol wagon tn waiting, and returned to 
the station. Then the matron, through the 
kindness of the policemen, was supplied with 
everything she needed for the comfort of the 
infant. Residents near the station, hearing 
of the new inmate, hurried to see. the child 
and many of them brought small tokens, 

The police think they have a clew to the 
woman who abandoned the child, though 
they have little tangible evidence to work on. 
Should they fail to find the mother or rela- 
tives of the child today, it probably will be 
turned over to an orphan asylum. 


DIES TO JOIN HIS AGED WIFE. 


George Mehrer Commits Suicide in the 
Clothes He Wore at His Gol- 
den Wedding. 


Dressed in the clothes he wore on the 
fiftieth anniversary of his marriage, George 
Mehrer, 79 years old, turned on two gas 
jets yesterday and died. Two years ago his 
wife’s life ended and since then he has been 
despondent. The suicide occurred at 622 
Walnut street, where Mehrer and his wife 
had lived for many years. 

Close beside the body was a note, written 
in German, in which the forgiveness of his 
daughjer, Pauline, was asked. In the note 
the aged man sald that often he had contem- 
plated suicide, but had refrained for his 
daughter’s sake. At last, the note continued, 
he could bear life no longer, as he was sure 
his dead wife “ — waiting at the end of } 
his journey.”

FARED WELL. 


Minneapolis, March 20..-Judge Mc- 
Gee, in an order filed today, dissolved the 
Tontine Savings association. The charter 
and articles of incorporation are declared 
forfeited. George P. Fiannery, attorney, 
has been appointed receiver and directed to 
take charge of the company’s effects and 
convert them into cash. 

The most interesting part of the order is 
to be found in the memorandum, in which 
the court waxes sarcastic. According to 
the memorandum, when the present com- 
pany was reorganized on May 4, 1898, there 
was practically a deficit of $23,520 from its 
predecessor. It has done a tremendous busi- 
ness since then, but upwards of 90 per cent 
has been outside of the State. Owing to the 
“endless chain features of the company’s 
plan the Hability grew each year. 


Concern Grows Too Fast. 


Up to Dec. 7, 1901, the memorandum says, 
the deficit had increased in three years 
seven months and three days from from 
$23,520 to $1,292,290. Should the growth of 
the association continue at the same ratio 
as during the last three years, the results 
will be simply immense. At a steady in- 
crease of 60 per cent a year, in. eighteen 
years there would 90,000,000 contracts in 
force, and the amount necessary to redeem 
them would be only $18,000,000,000 

In fifty years the whole wealth of the worl@ 
since the creation of Adam would be wholly 
insufficient to redeem the contracts which 
would be in force. 


Large Profits for Directors. 


From Judge McGee’s memorandum it ap- 
pears that the five directors of the associa- 
tion, on a paid up capital of only $2,750, re- 
ceived in 1901 the sum of $89,000 in dividends 
and $25,000in the same way in the first thirty- 
two days of 1902. The investigation of the 
company’s affairs was brought about through 
inquiries made by the Attorney General. 


BOYS FIRE REFORM SCHOOL 
IN PLOT TO EFFECT ESCAPE. 


Bradley Dormitory at Kentucky State 
Institution Burned—One Hundred 
and Fifty Boys Marched Safely Out. 


Lexington, Ky., March 20.—[Special.]—The 
Bradley Dormitory at the State School of 
Reform, six miles from this city, was burned 
down early this morning by fime started by 
boy inmates of the school, who sought to 
provide a means for escape. 

There were about 150 boys in the building 
and all wot out safely and without disorder; 
but two, William Bracken of Lexington and 
Grover Ruske of Covington, who are sup- 
posed to know about the origin of the fire, 
succeeded in eluding the guards and es- 
caping. 

The fire was discovered in the third story 
of the dormitory at 12:25 o’clock by the 
night watchman. He at once notified Su- 
perintendent Doak, who promptly aroused 
the inmates and got them safely out. 

The management is satisfied that the 
building was set on fire by the boys who 
desired to escape. They believe it was a 
plot for others to escape also, but the night 
watchman’s prompt action prevented it. 

W. P. Walton, one of the Board of Di- 
rectors, says he has information as to who 
are the guilty ones, and will go before the 
grand jury this afternoon and have them in- 
dicted. There has been no confession, ex- 
cept such as Mr. Walton may have. 

The burning of the building leaves the 
boys and the superintendent without quar- 
ters. The colored boys occupy a separate 
building. 

The burned building was erected in 1896 
during the administration of former Gov- 
ernor W. O. Bradley, at a cost of $25,000, and 
was insured for two-thirds of its value. It 
was the only dormitory completed to this 
time, excepting the one occupied by the -_ 
three-quarters of a mile away. 


STORM-BOUND TRAINS ARRIVE. 


Belated Chicago Travelers Reach Home 
After a Long Blockade in Snow 
in the Northwest. 


After being blocked in the Northwest for 
five days by the snow-storm, a number of 
Chicago people reached their homes last 
night. For 141 hours trains were stuck in 
the huge snowdrifts, that measured fourteen 
‘feet in depth in some places. The Great 
Northern, the Northern Pacific, and the Soo 
line were equal sufferers. Food for the pas- 
sengers was purchased at the small towns 
by the railroad company. Some complained 
so much against the delay that the railroad 
officials transferred them all to one train, 
which became known as the “ Pullman 
Kicker,’’ and was the first one released.

SHEA IS THE CHAMPION 


DEFEATS ARMS IN THE PLAY-OFF 
OF THE BILLIARD TIE. 


Contest Is Finished in a Fewer Namber 
of Innings than That of Wednesday 
Night, but Is Made Slow by Careful 
Work of the Competitors—Trophy 
Is a Challenge Affair, and the Win- 
ner Must Defend It Ten Times— 
Avery Gets Several Moneys. 


James Shea, who plays under the name of. 
* Harris,’’ won the title of champion ama- 
teur three-cushion billiard player of Cook 
County by defeating Frank Arms by a score 
of 50 to 41 in their play-off for the honors at 
Mussey’s last night. 

The tournament proper, a Class A affair, 
ended with the game between the same men 
on Wednesday night, when Arms beat Shea, 
thereby causing a tie. Last night's tilt, 
although it required thirteen fewer innings 
to finish, was slower than that of the pre- 
vious night, made so by careful, studious 
play, and an abundance of “ cold feet.”’ 

Shea, as in the final game of the tourney, 
started off at top aed. averaging one in his 
first ten innings, Arms, in the same number 
of essays, gathering but one. The new 
champion electrified the crowd with his 
brilliant play in the early part of the session, 
and the speed he displayed augured a short 
game. He slowed down, however, in his 
hext ten“fnnings, during which he picked up 
two points to Arms’ six. The latter pegged 
away gamely, using excellent judgment in 
leaving the balls safe, and jumped into the 
lead between the sixtieth and seventieth 
innings, gathering nine in those sessions to 
Shea's two. This spurt, however, was only 
a flash in the pan, as the winner braced up, 
and, by some of the neatest four, five, and 
six cushion shots imaginable, lloped in 
front, and, at the end of the ninetieth inning, 
led Arms by seven. He increased this ad- 
vantage two in his next ten breaks and won 
the game in the next four. 

Arms played in poor luck throughout, 
missing caroms by the smallest margins pos- 
sible, besid@és getting kissed off a number 
6f others. Harris was in excellent stroke 
and made a number of apparently impossible 
shots with ridiculous ease. His victory 
gained him first money and temporary pos- 
session of the championship emblem, a hand- 
some gold watch and diamond studded 
locket, which he will have to win ten times 
before it becomes personal property. — 

Arms took second money, and Riley and 
Avery tied for third and fourth, which they 
divided. Avery and Morin tied for the prize 
hung up for .the highest run, each scoring 
eight. Avery also took the high single aver- 
age prize by scoring 50 points in fifty-one 
innings, a world’s record.

NEW RULES OF U: S. G. A. OUT. 


‘Secretary Maturin Ballou Distributes 
Circular Containing Bylaws as Re- 
vised by Executive Committee. 


New York, March 21.—A circular contain- 
ing the bylaws of the United States Golf 
association, as revised by the Executive com- 
mittee at its meetings of Jan. 81 and Feb. 
28, was mailed today to each club in mem- 
bership by Secretary Maturin Ballou. The 
bylaws are twenty-seven in number, against 
thirty formerly, but the only rules dropped 
entirely have been No. 6, stating the cham- 
pionships must be on the links of an asso- 
ciate club, and No. 29, which required players 
belonging to more than one club to declare 
which club team they would play on astheir 
home team, which has always been a dead 
rule. 

A rule not hitherto announced is section 6. 
reading: 

The Executive committee shall determine an- 
nually on a system of sectional rotation, the dates 
and courses on which the amateur, open, and 
women’s championship tournaments. shall 


be 
played, and shall have full charge of the details 
concerning the same. 


While this change was discussed at the 
annual meeting it has been understood since 
that the action was to go over to the special 
meeting, at which the constitutional changes 


are to be considered. Unless it is altered at | 


that meeting or at any regular meeting of 
the Executive committee before the annual 
meeting the delegates wfil have no say in 
the selection of links for the championships. 
The Executive committee maintains that it 
is best qualified to pass on the selection, be- 
ing limited only by sectional rotation. The 
committee may choose either the links of 
an allied or an associate club. The bylaw, 
if put to a vote at the annual meeting, it is 
certain, would not have passed and it re- 
ceived little support today among those who 
received the circular. 

Rule 8 gives to an amateur disqualified 
for charges under rule 7 the right of rein- 
statement on presenting evidence of merit-

TWO OFFERS GOMBINED. 


Bob Wants Percentage of Gate 
Receipts, with Guarantee of 
$25,000 Purse. 


DEMAND IS TURNED DOWN. 


New York, March 20.—[Special.]—Percy G. 
Williams, manager of Fitzsimmons, 
‘annouficed at noon today that ** Lanky Bob” 
had accepted, the offer of the Century ciub 
of Los Angeles, Cal., and that the Fitzsim- 
mons-Jeffries fight will be pulled off at Los 
Angeles during the week ending May 10. 

The only conditions imposed by the Corn- 
ishman were these: Whereas, the Century 
club offered the fighters a purse of $25,000 
guaranteed, or 75 per cent of the gate re- 
ceipts, Fitzsimmons stipulates that the 
principals receive 75 per cent of the gate re- 
ceipts with the additional guarantee from 
the Century club that the fighters’ end of 
the purse shall not fall below $25,000. 

Fitz seemed to think his proposition would 
be accepted and announced that he would 
leave for California next week to begin 
training for the mill, but later several tele- 
grams from Jeffries and the Century club 
convinced him he was mistaken. Fitzsim- 
mons then declared he would not withdraw 
from his offer and once more the negotia- 
tions, so far as the Fitzsimmons end is con- 
cerned, are at a standstill. 


Decline to Meet Conditions. 

Los Angeles, Cal., March 20.—President 
McCarry of the Century Athletic club stated 
this afternoon that he had received Fitzsim- 
mons’ telegram and had replied in behalf of 
the club. 

“Fitzsimmons is too exacting,’ said Mc- 
Carry, *‘ he combines two of our propositions 
and wanfS both. We still think our bid of 
a $25,000 cash purse is the best to be had, and 
perhaps Fitzsimmons will come to see it that 
way. We have replied to his telegram, but 
I am not ready to state the conditions made 
therein.

Marquise de Fontenoy Letter.

HE Marquis of Townshend, who is now 

on his way to this country on board 

the Oceanic, is a young and wealthy 

peer, possessed of large and valuable 

estates, of a beautiful country seat In 
Norfolk, and unmarried.. But I do not think | 
that he is coming over here to seek a bride. 
For he has for some years past been in such | 
delicate health that he has not been regard- | 
ed as likely to ever wed. He mdst not be 
confounded with his father, who was one of . 
the mast eccentric individuals that it is pos- 
sible to conceive, and who is remembered’; 
chiefly in connection with the relentless war | 
which he waged upon the Italian organ ' 
grinders in London and likewise upon beg- | 
Bars, causing their arrest wherever he found 
them and devoting much of his time and a . 
considerable amount of money to their prose- 
cution and punishment. Indeed, the music 
halls got hold of this craze of his and there 
used to be a popular song at one time which 
was given from the stage by vocalists in 
the guise of organ grinders and which was 
to the effect “ His Lordship “won't let us 
alone.” 

The present Lord Townshend is a nephew 
of General Sir Redvers Buller and likewise 
of the Duke of Fife, his mother having ‘been 
a sister of the latter. She did not live hap- 
pily with her husband. Rainham Hall, the 
ecuntry seat of the marquis, is in Norfolk 
and is one of the finest places in that coun- 
ty. It was built in 1630 from designs from” 
Inigo Jones, and the picture gallery con- 
tains some fine works of art. notably Sal- 
vator Rosa's “‘ Belisarius,”” valued at $100,- 


The third Marquis of Townshend also left 
& rather unpleasant record behind him. He 
was one of the blackest of the black sheep 
of his family, was cursed and driven out of 
the house by his father, and rendered him- 
self guilty of such’ behavior that he was 
not only forced to leave the country “for 
his country’s good,”’ but to-spend his entire 
life abroad, not even returning to England 
to assume his seat in the House of Lards on 
inheriting the marquisate on his father's 
death. Just before he fled the country, how- | 
ever, he married a Miss Gardner, the only 
daughter and heiress of a Cambridgeshire 
squire, but never lived with her, being com- 
pelled to fly the country on his wedding day. 

After he had been gone for more than a 
year she filed a bill in the ecclesiastical court 
for an annulment of the marriage. The case 
was never concluded owing to the difficulty 
of serving papers on the marquis abroad, 
and finally the marchioness, resolving to cut 
matters short, ran away from her father’s 
house to Gretna Green with a ‘neighboring 
brewer, a Mr. Richard Margetts of St. Ives, 
and went through the form of marriage with 
him there. 

After this Gretna Green marriage they 
lived in London, the lady at first calling her- 
self Mrs. Margetts, but subseaueritly the 
Marchioness of Townshend. They had a 
family of children, the eldest. of whom. 
John, was advised by lawyers to assume 
the courtesy title of Earl of Leicester, which 
was the second title of the third Marquis of 
Townshend. It was indeed as Lord’Leicester 
that John was elected to the House of Com- 
mons for Bodmin. 

The ground on which he was advised by 
lawyers to assume Lord Townshend’s sec- 


ond title was the old legal doctrine that the | & 


“ wife’s husband is the father of her child.” 
and that her marriage with the Marquis 
of Townshend, never having been legally 
dissolved, the children born of her illegal 
Gretna Green union with Mr. Margetts were 
born in wedlock, and as such must be re- . 
garded as the legal issue of the third Mar- 
quis of Townshend until proved to be ille- 
gitimate, the only court having jurisdiction 
to do this being the House of Lords. ee 


is no peerage at stake, and. therefore. no | 
reason for invoking the intervention of the 
Committee of Privileges of the House 
of Lords, there is no tribunal-in England 
which can deprive a child of the right to 
bear the name of the man who happened 
to be the husband of the mother at the time 
of its birth. Over and over again in divorce 
suits have children been proved to be the off- 
spring of the corespondent in the case. 
Sometimes their birth has constituted the 
cause for the granting of the divorce. Yet 
even then the child thus born is entitled to 
bear through life the sometimes. distin- 
guished and illustrious name of its faithless 
mother’s betrayed husband, that is to say, 
of a man who has been legally proved not 
to be its father. 

The younger brother of the third Marquis 
of Townshend—namely: Lord Charles Town- 
shend, realizing the condition of affairs aris- 
ing from the peculiar legal status of the 
children of the Marchioness of Townshend 
and of Mr. Margetts, and that unless some 
action were taken he might be deprived by 
them of the succession to his elder brother's 
marquisate and estates, brought the matter 
before the House of Lords, asking that an 
act of Parliament be passed declaring the 


children of the Marchioness of Town- 
shend and of Mr. Margetts illegiti- 
mate. The matter was referred to the 


Committee of Privileges. which reported in 
favor of the bill, and the House of Lords 
thereupon. passed what figures in English 
parliamentary history as the Townshend 
act by a large majority. The member of the 
House of Commons for Bodmin, unti] then 
known as the Earl of Leicester, bowed to 
the decision, as he was compelled to do, 
dropped his courtesy title, and took his 
mother’s maiden name of Dunn-Gardner and . 
died as High Sheriff of Cambridgeshire. 

Lord Charles Townshend did not, however, 
reap the fruits of his action. He died long 
before his elder brother, the marquis, and, 
consequently, both the marquisate and the 
estates eventually descended to a nephew, 
the Townshend Earldom of Leicester, how- 
ever, becoming extinct. 


The third marquis did not die until Dec. 31, 
1855, and the marchioness, whom he had 
never seen from the day of his wedding until 
the day of his death, that is to say, for for#y- 
eight years, thereupon married a young man 
some 25 years of age named James Laidler, 
a shop walker in the employ of a dry goods 
shop in London. I should add that Mr. Mar- 
getts, that is to say, the father of all her 
children, had predeceased the marquis by 
some twelve years or so. hie 

The marchioness survived her marriage 
with her shop walker some six years or so, 
and cutting loose from her former friends 
and relatives, cast in her lot altogether with 
her husband's family, who lived in the Brix- 
ton district.

An Optimistic Poet. 


Bramble Brae.’ . By Robert Bridges. 
Charles Scribner’s Sons. 

Robert Bridges—he of America—has been 
putting forth another volume of poems. 
* Bramble Brae ”’ is the title, and it makes 
reference, evidently, to the poet’s childhood 
home. In the dedication, which is to his 
father, Mr. Bridges says: 


You called the old farm Brambls Brae, 
And loved it till your hair was gray, 
And footsteps faltered while you trod 
The sloping upland bright with sod. 
It blossomed in your quiet life 
With gowans from the Neuk of Fife: 
And while you walked the waving what 
You dreamed of heather and the peat. 
You've gang awa! My spirit yearns 
To hear you read the songs of Burns; 
The melody I've faintly caught 
Is just ths lesson that you taught. 
If any hear your gentle voice 
In verse of mine, then I'll rejoice 
- And sing along my stumbling way 
** He’s home again in Bramble Brae!’’ | 
There are a number of what may be 
termed intimate poems of this sort in Mr. 
Bridges’ book, and the tenderness and sweet- 
ness revealed in them win a’ friendly in- 
terest at once. There is no exhibitian of 
smartness from cover to cover, but every- 
where a fine appreciation of other men’s 
work, other men’s lives, and other men’s 
battles and victories. Above all things, the 
book will be esteemed for the gracious spirit 
which pervades it, and cme cannot but 
designate it the’ book of an appreciator. 
Here are, for example, lines in celebration 
of Robert Louis Stevenson: tf 


‘* Where hath fleeting Beauty led? 
To the doorway of the dead.”’ 
All the way you followed her, 
Tripping through the palms and fir; 
All the way around you flew, 
Splendid spirits from the blue— 
Dreams and visions lightly caught 
In the meshes of your thought. 
What a glorious retinue 
Made that arduous chase with you! 
Half the world stood still to see 
Song and fancy follow free 
At the waving of your wand— 
While the échoing hills respond

Modern Novel Not Elevating , 


“« Not often toward the best. It is angry 

in tone, full of accusation, railing against 
even the powers above. One reason for the 
great prevalence of this type of novel, is 
that it is easy to write in a fault finding 
way, and easy to make an effect with it. 
The heroine generally is far from good. As 
Meredith has said, it is hard in modern 
novel writing to create a heroine that is 
both good and interesting.” 

As to American authors, Mrs. Meynell 
professes to know little. ‘“*I read so few 
books,” was her reply.

How to escape from the new parental 
school, which was opened by the Board of 
Education in January, is troubling the 
minds of the forty-eight boys confined there. 
In spite of the fact that the board has pur- 
chased four new cows, which brought with 
them four frisky calves well calculated to 
entertain the average city boy, some of the 
pupils have become tired of the life they 
are leading. 

The matter came to an issue with President 
Harris of the School board and. Judge Tut- 
hill of the Juvenile Court when it was learned 
that one of the boys was well on the way 
to the bedside of a dying mother without due 
permission. President Harris notified Super- 
intendent Bodine, who sent a truant officer 
to look up the matter. The mother was 
found to be slightly ill, and the physician in 
the case said the woman was better off with 
the boy away. 


Difficult to Leave School. 

» This incident led to correspondence be- 
tween President Harris and Judge Tuthill, 
and it is now so arranged that boys once sent 
to the parental school will find it difficult to 
leave. Judge Tuthill says he Is willing to in- 
‘vest in Superintendent MacQueary the au- 
thority to excuse temporarily pupils from the 
school, but under restrictions to be agreed 
upon by the court and the School board. 

All pupils in the parental school are com- 
mitted by order of the Juvenile Court, and 
can be released only by order of the court 
when the Board of Education states that the 
pupils are cured of truancy. President 
Harris accepted this opinion and wrote a 
letter to Judge Tuthill saying he considered 
himself wholly unauthorized to take any 
action in the matter. Judge Tuthill’s letter 
in reply was to the effect that he would take 
the responsibility for giving to Superintend- 
ent MacQueary such authority under strict 
regulations. 


Final Releases from Court. 


Under this arrangement one of the pupils 
was excused yesterday afternoon to attend 
his father’s funeral. He returned to the 
echool according to the agreement of those 
who took him away. No final releases will 
be given except by order of the court, and

Leading Systems Cited in Bill 
Filed in Federal Court 
in Chicago.

Anticipate Restraining Order 
and Assume That It Already 


Is in Effect. 
FEAR OF CRIMINAL CHARGE. 


Bills for injunctiqns against the Lake 
Shore, Pan-Handle, Fort Wayne, Michigan 
Central, Illinois Central, and Chicago and) 
Northwestern railroads were filed yester- 
day by Attorney William A. Day of the 
Interstate Commérce commission in the 
United States Circuit Court in Chicago. The 
promise is made that every road running 
from Chicago East, West, North, and South 
would be served in the same manner as soon 
as legal documents can be prepared. 

The bills filed here are identical with those 
filed at Kansas City against the Kansas City- 
Chicago lines, asking that the roads be re- 
strained from paying rebates, cutting rates, 
or otherwise violating the interstate com- 
merce act. 

Mr. Day, who is special attorney for the. 
Department of Justice of Washington, re- 
turned from Kansas City during the morn- 
ing and at once went to the office of United 
States District Attorney Bethea. The two 
conferred for several hours and in the after- 
noon the bills asking for injunctions were 
filed. More bills will be prepared today and 
filed in the afternoon or Saturday morning. 


First Hearing in Kansas City. 


»Mr. Dey will return to Kansas City on 
Monday and the bills filed there will come 
up before Judge John F. Philips on Tuesday. 

All the Chicago-Kansas City lines will be 
represented by their’general attorneys, but 
the main arguments for the railroads will 
be made by General Solicitor Willlam Brown 
of the Alton and General ‘Counsel George 
Peck of the Milwaukee and St. Paul. 

As stated in THE TRIBUNE yesterday, the 
railroads will not oppose the issuance of 
injunctions, but will insist that all the rail- 
roade in the country should be enjoined 
jcintly and thus prevent any line, however 
small or round about its route may be, from 
violating the law. 

It is understood that Attorney Day will 
fight this contention. While he avows it 
to be his intention to enjoin all the railroads 
participating in interstate traffic, he does 
not propose to include them all in one bill, 
but means to file a separate bill against 
each and every road individually, as this 
will better enable government officials to 
reach parties found guilty of violating the 


order. 

The bilis filed yesterday in Chicago will 
come up for hearing before Judge Grosscup 
as soon as Attorney Day and the railroad 
lawyers have returned from Kansas City, 
Wednesday or Thursday of next

Roads Anticipate Injunction. 

So confident are the railroad officials that 
the injunctions will be issued that several of 
them already have sent out notices to all | 
their agents informing them that they have 
been enjoined from violating any of the pro- 
visions of the interstate commerce act and 
that a violation of injunction means either 
the penitentiary or a fine or both. The 
agents are asked to notify all shippers and 
merchants of the injunction and are ordered 
under no circumstances to deviate from the 
regularly published tariffs. : 

Whether these injunction proceedings will 
be followed by criminal prosecutions against 
the traffic officials of the roads which ad- 
mitted that they had been paying rebates 
and burned up the records showing to whom 
the money had been paid is a question which 
is agitating the officials. Regarding this 
matter District Attorney Bethea said yes- 
terday: 

“As to entering criminal proceedings 
against officials of the traffic companies I 
can say nothing at present. That phase of 
the question has not been fully discussed 
and cannot be decided until later.” 


Building Activity Continues. 


Although a larger railway mileage was 
added in 1901 than any year since 1890, pres- 
ent conditions justify the prediction that 
1902 will produce a still better record. A 
compilation of official reports by the Rail- 
way Aga shows that at present not less 
than 7,984 miles of new road are under con- 
tract or actually under construction, while 
| there are in addition 3,790 miles on which it 
seems probable that work will be under- 
taken this spring or summer.

MORGAN MAN TELLS OF MERGER 


George W. Perkins, Member of Firm, 
Testifies in Suit Against North- 
ern Securities Company. 


New York. March 20.—George W. Per- 
kins of the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. was 
the first witness today in the hearing before 
a special examiner of the suit of Peter Power 
against the Northern Pacific railraad com- 
pany, to prevent the operation of the North- 
ern Pacific by the Northern Securities com- 
pany. His firm, he said, was a purchaser 
of Northern Pacific between May 1 and May 
9 last year, but how much was bought he did 
not know. Neither did he know how much 
- the stock J. P. Morgan & Co. held on May 

, 1901. 

Mr. Perkins said Morgan bought $78,000,000 
of Northern Pacific stock from Union Pa- 
cific interests after the Northern Securities 
company was formed in November, paying 
$10,000,000 cash. 

J. P. Morgan & Co. sold its Union Pacific 

stock to the Northern Securities company, 
receiving therefor $10,000,000 in cash and the 
balance in stock. Mr. Perkins said at the 
time of the purchase of the stock there was 
no agreement with the Northern Securities 
company in reference to the disposal of the 
Northern Pacific stock. He said his firm 
simply acted as brokers. 
Mr. Perkins was asked for a list of all the 
members of the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
which he gave, and subpcenaes may be is- 
sued for all of the members. 

A. P. Clough, Vice President and a di- 
rector of the Northern Securities company, 
testified the transfer of 500,000 shares of 
Great Northern stock to the Northern Se- 
curities company had been completed and 
that negotiations were pending for about 
300,000 or 400,000 shares more. Of Northern 
Pacific stock $150,000,000 par value had been 
turned over to the Northern Securities com- 
pany. 

Mr. Clough said he never knew of any ar- 
rangement between Harriman, Morgan, Hill, 
and others by which Morgan was to be 
given the proxy of Harriman in the Union 
Pacific in exchange for Harriman being 
placed on the boards of the Northern Pa- 
cific and the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy. 


MAYOR AND SYNDICATE CONFER} 


Plans of Capitalists Bidding for Mary- 
land Western Railroad Include 
Trunk Line to Lakes. 


Baltimore, Md., March 20.—[Special.]— 
Mayor Hayes today had a conference with 
gnembers of the Varney syndicate, which 
has bid $11,000,000 for the Western Mary- 
jJand railway. Among those present were 
John O. Gilmor, President of the Colonial 
Trust company of Philadelphia; Charles T. 
Schoen, former Président of the Pressed 
Steel Car company; and Colonel James Mc- 
aught of the Great Northern railway of 
Canada. Colonel McNaught explained that 
they intended to make the Western Mary- 
nd the outlet of a new and independent 
trunk line. Their plans include tapping the 
great lakes at Erie by steamship lines, with 
railroad connection between Erie and Pitts- 
burg to Chambersburg, where junction will 
made with the Western Maryland The 
syndicate proposes the construction of grain 
elevators, docks, and wharves at the Balti- 
amore terminals, and the.establishment of 
lines of steamers from Baltimore to Euro- 
pean ports. Charles M. Schwab and the J. 
B. McDonald company of New York are 
said to be associated with this syndicate. 
Two other swndicates offer to make the 
Western Maryland the seaboard outlet for 
an independent trunk line from the West, 
but the Mayor insists that fron-bound guar- 
antees must be given that no merger or 
** community of interests ’’ arrangement will 
ever be made with the Pennsylvania.

Testimony of the Physician on Trial

Dr. Robert E. Gray, charged with the mur- 
der of Miss Irma Brown, took the stand in 
his own defense yesterday afternoon in 
Judge Ball’s court. He denied all responsi- 
bility in the case and said he acted as the 
girl's friend. He related the incidents of 
their coming from Garden City, Kas., and 
told of Miss Brown's fallin the tunnel. He 
followed Dr. Rutledge in accusing Miss Ted- 
ford, the nurse, of not telling the entire 
truth with regard to what happened in the 
Veley Hotel. 

During the day one of the witnesses for 
the defense was Dr. Gray’s mother, Mrs. 
L. W. Gray of Indianapolis, and another was 
his sister, Mrs. Ida B. Scott of that city. 
Another witness was Mrs. Zola F. Sigman of 
Garden City, who is credited with helping 
Dr. Gray with money for his defense. 

The testimony of Mrs. Gray was chiefly 
for the identification of letters in which her 
son- discussed his irrigation scheme. Mra. 
Sigman also testified regarding the irriga- 
tion project. She claimed that her interest 
in Dr. Gray was limited to what she expected 
to benefit her property.

Convention at Shamokin Asks 
for Eight-Hour Day and 
Recognition of Unions. 


OPERATORS HOLDING OUT. 


Disagreements in Conferences 
Between Uperators and Miners 
in Bituminous Districts. 


CRISIS AT BRAZIL ACUTE. 


Shamokin, Pa., March 20.—The most im- 
portant feature of today’s session of the | 
convention of Districts Nos. 1, 7, and 9, a 
United Mine Workers of America, was the 
adoption in the afternoon of several stiff 
resolutions, embodying the demands of the 
miners, condemning blacklists, and declar- 
ing their opposition to the employment of 
non-union men. One resolution favored the 
arbitration of trade disputes and another 
specifically condemned the action of the 
Delaware and Hudson railway company in 
changing the conditions of employment at 
Plymouth and thereby reducing wages in 
violation of contract. 

The convention demanded an eight-hour 
working day in all the collieries of the an- 
thracite region, the recognition of mine com- 
mittees by operators in the adjustment of 
disputes resulting in local strikes, and the 
reinstatement of the firemen discharged by 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
railroad company at the Woodward, Avon- 
dale, and Pettebone collieries, who refused 
to comply with the company’s order requir- - 
ing them to work on what is known as the 
“swing shift” system. esolutiong were 
also passed providing for a systematic 
examination of working cards and re- 
questing the State Bureau of Mines and 
Mining to print not less than 25,000 copies 
of the mining laws in the English language 
for distribution among the mine workers. 

President Mitchell said the resolution con- 
cerning the recognition of the mine com- 
mittees had no reference to the recognition 
of the union. That matter, hesaid, would be 
covered in the report of the Scale committee, 
who will have finished their work tomor- 
row. The published statement that the re- 
plies of the operators to President Mitchell's 
request for a conference might be construed 
as a virtual recognition of the Mine Work- 
ere’ union, Mr. Mitchell regards as incorrect. 
Referring to the letters of the Presidents of 
the operating companies Mr. Mitchell said: 
** We do not regard them as recognition in 
any degree.” 

Brazil Conference Interrupted. 

Brazil, Ind., March 20.—Negotiations be- 
tween the block coal Operators and miners — 
for the settlement of the yearly ecale were 
suddenly stopped today by the announce- 
ment that a strike had been inaugurated at 
Zemer & McClelland’s mine because the 
superiatendent refused to join the Miners’ 
union. When the announcement was made 
in the joint convention between the operators 
and miners the operators refused longer to 
discuss the adoption of a scale, and they de-' q 
clared the miners had violated the existing 4 
contract by striking. The miners hurriedly 
called a convention and ordered the men to 
return to work at once, and in consequence 
of their action the discussion will be re- 
newed tomorrow morning. There hae been

Re- 
ports to Richardson from their traveling 
representative in Oklahoma were a great 
deal of wheat called dead before the rains 
was showing signs of life and that around 
Guthrie the damage did not appear to be 
more than 20 per cent to soft wheat, which 
‘covers half the acreage sown, and 10 per 
cent to hard wheat. The manager of a 400- 
acre whedt farm near Danville, Kas., who 
reported a twelve hour rain and improving 
prospects some time ago, wrote Monday 
that his conclusions after a forty-five mile 
ride were that wheat did not seem to have 
been helped much by the rain, that 50 per 
cent of the acreage would probably be 
plowed up, and thé other half not make 
more than 50 per cént of a crop. McRey- 
nolds’ Kansas City correspondent declared- 
“They may pound this wheat well, but if 
we don’t'get a big rain in Kansas soon there 
will be no crop.” 

The important faction in wheat yesterday, 
outweighing even. the prospects of rain in 
Kansas. was the increased willingness of 
foreigners to buy cash property on this 
side. Nearly 500,000 bu was sold by Chi- 
cagol houses, most of it held in the Hast, 
but including 75,000 bu No. 2 hard here 
at better premium than the day before. 
Sales were reported from Duluth and Kan- 
sas City. The Chicago business included

PAY ROLLSUPO JOSRICES 


CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION QUITS 
SOUTH TOWN WRANGLE. 


President Cole Says Letter Calling At- 
tention to Facts Will Be Presented, 
buat No Attempt Made to Prove Sal- 
aries Are Paid Men Who Do No Work 
—Evidence of Men Concerned, Mem- 
bers Think, Would Be Given Undue 
Consideration. 


The Executive committee of the Citizens’ 
association will make the formal attempt 
to convince the justices composing the South 
Town board that names of men who have 
done no work are on the pay rolls. A letter 
announcing this decision and calling the at- 
tention of the justices to the large number 
of men on the rol) and their duty in the 
premises will be presented this afternoon. 

The Executive committee met yesterday 
and decided upon its course of action. In 
the discussion of the subject, some of the 
members said it would do no good to present 
evidence, as the justices could callin the men 
accused and accept their statements or af- 
fidavits in preference to that of the associa- 
tion. This sentiment prevailed. 


It’s Up to the Justices. 


“* We have left the whole matter in the 
hands of the justices,’ said President George 
FE. Cole of the Citizens’ association. ‘* They 


know that it is not necessary to employ 135 


men to do work twenty-five men can accom- 
plish justas well. The number of deputy col- 
lectors in all the other towns has been lim- 
ited, yet. when Justice Everett offered a 
resolution limiting the number of employés 
on the South Town pay roll to 100 he could 
not even get a second to it. 

If the justices failed to approve the pay 
rolls the Collector would be responsible per- 
sonally. The inference naturally is that 
there must have been an understanding from 
the first between the Collector and the Town 
board. - It never has questioned Collector 
Fitzgerald's action in employing 185 men 
per week or that of Collectors Barnett and 
Fuller who preceded him. No representative 
of the Citizens’ association will attend the 
meeting of the Town board this afternoon at 
5 o'clock.

WIFE IS ENTITLED TO SALARY. 


As Receiver for Property Owned by 
Herself and Husband Statute Forbid- 
ding Pay Does Not Apply. 


The Illinois statute which provides that 
*‘ neither husband nor wife shall be entitled 
to recover any compensation for any labor 
performed or services rendered for the other, 
whether in the management of property or 
otherwise,”’ does not apply in a case where 
a wife has been appointed receiver for prop- 
erty in which she and her husband are in- 
terested, according to a decision handed 
down by the Appellate Court. 

The decision was given in the case brought 
by Solomon 8S. Meissler against his wife, 
Naomi Meissler, in which the Circuit Court 
appointed Mrs. Meissler reeciver for a flat 
building the title to which was vested in 
them astenantsincommon. The court fixed 
Mrs. Meissler’s compensation as receiver 
at $50 a month, and her husband appealed 
from the order. x 

“The statute has no application here,” 
says Judge Windes in delivering the opinion 
of tHe court, ‘‘ but contemplates claims of 
husband or wife when acting in a private 
capacity—not for the court, as here.” 

The Appellate Court also holds that the 
transfer of a judgment does not cancel the 
equities existing between its original own- 
ers. Charles Luecht brought a _ personal 
damage suit against the City of Chicago and 
was awarded $1,500. He had employed 
Charles W. Beck to look after the case, be- 
lieving him tobe an attorney. Beck en- 
gaged other lawyers, and at the conclusion 
of the trial induced Luecht to assign the 
judgment to him. Beck then assigned it 
to James H. Pearson. 

Luecht brought suit against Pearson, al- 
leging he had been deceived, and the Appel- 
late Court decided that Pearson took the 
judgment subject to all the equities existing 
between Beck and Luecht, and that as the 
latter had been defrauded by Beck, Pear- 
son’s title was not good. 

The Appellate Court has decided that Will- 
iamson County cannot collect five months’ 
interest on thirty-nine of its bonds which 
it sought to do in a suit against Farson, 
Leach & Co. The decision is based on the 
ground that the publication of a notice three 
times in a daily newspaper that interest on 


the bonds would cease after a certain date, | 


the first publication being only six days be- 
fore and the last one a day before that date, 
was not a reasonable notice to the bondhold- 
ers.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY TEST 
FOR LAKE MICHIGAN BOATS. 


Local Company Prepares to Show That 
Vessels Can Keep in Communica- 
tion with the Shore. 


A practical demonstration. of wireless 
telegraphy is planned by the Northwesterr 
Wireless Telephone and Telegraph company 
of Chicago, of which company Joseph 8. 
Schwab, former member of the Board of 
Education, is general manager. . Mr. Schwab 
is planning to give the demonstration on or 
about May 1 with apparatus working be- 
tween a vessel on Lake Michigan and the 
shore. The object is to show how boats may 
keep in constant communication with the 
principal ports of the lake. 

‘“‘T shall invite each of the newspapers of 
the city to have its own operator aboard 
the vessel,’’ said Mr. Schwab yesterday, “in 
order that the most thorough test may be 
given to the system. My company is not 
operating the Marconi system, as has been 
reported. We own the Dolbear patent and 
the Shoemaker improvement on it, which 
makes it of practical use. This will be the 
system employed in the demonstration.” - 

Mr. Schwab has found a lively interest in 
wireless telegraphy among the lake trans- 
portation companies, and is negotiating with 
the Goodrich line, the H. W. Williams Trans- 
portation company, and the Pére Marquette 
company on the subject of equipping their 
vessels with the wireless telegraph system.

William Kramer, for nine years a civil en- 
gineer in the employ of the Sanitary district, 
has instituted suit against County Recorder 
Robert M. Simon for $15,000.

Row Over Advance in Rates, 

The recent advance in rates monopolized 
the attention of the union today. The whole 
question of the advance had been referred. 
to a special committee of seventeen, 
which both East and West and advocates 
and opponents of the advance were repre- 
sented. This committee sought to harmonize 
the differences outside of the meeting, so 
that what threatened to be an ugly contro- 
versy might not be exploited on the floor. 
It has held several sessions, its reports have 
been favorable so far, and a final report 
is promised tomorrow morning. 
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The East has been found so determined 
upon rate advances and the matter had gone 
so far that all hope of securing any recon- 
sidering on even important modifications 
have been abandoned.

: CHARITIES DIRECTORIES. 

The London Charities Directory has just 
come out. It stands to other charities ci- 
rectories much as the leviathan to the puny 
whale or the behemoth to the ordinary hip- 
popotamus. The Boston Directory is large 
enough; the New York Directory is of gea- 
erous proportions; but the London Direc- 
tery makes both them and Ossa look like 
‘warts. It*has more than 6,000 entries and 
it gives the income of 965 organizations. 
The total amounts to more than $30,000,- 
000. It would be diffichlt to imagine a more 
impressive illustration of the breadth and 
strength of modern philanthropy or a more 
painful proof of the extent of the evils 
philanthropy tries to relieve. It should be 
observed, of course, that of the $30,000,000 
mentioned about $11,000,000 goes to mis- 
sions. Other items are equally interesting. 
Orphanages get over $800,000. Homes for 
the Dumb, Deaf, Blind, and Incurables get 
about $1,000,000. Pension Funds and In- 
stitutions for the Care of the Aged get about 
$3,000,000. The same largeness of gen- 
erosity appears in connection with every 
other kind of institution described. It can 
hardly-be said that London is absolutely 
eareless of its poor.

cities are able to do it would seem that Chi- 
cago might do also.

It helps 
to bring on the day when all charities shall 
be managed with an eye to the total effect 
of charitable endeavor, when there will be 
constant intercommunication and coijpera- 
tion,’ when there will be no duplication of 
effort, no running at cross-purposes, no 
waste, That day will mean vastly increased 
efficiency. 


GENTLE ART OF SWAPPING SUBSIDIES. 

The argument of the advocates of the 
ship subsidy bill when reduced to its lowest 
terms is about as follows: That whereas the 
Pennsylvania railroad company subsidized 
the Republican party in 1896 and again in 
1900{ it is now the duty and privilege of 
the Republican party to subsidize the Penn- 
sylvania railroad company. The exchange 
of subsidies is a reciprocal and continuing 
obligation. It is twice blessed; it blesseth 
him who gives and him who takes, and 
blessed be he who first cries, “ Hold, 
enough,”

me campaign fund in 1896 
and again in 1900 in “ the lively expectation 
of favors to come,” it occupied a lower 
plane fwith reference to public questions 
than it received credit for. It was then 
supposed that that railroad and other great 
corporations like it came forward liberally 
with their funds because they felt the wel- 
fare of the republic was seriously threat- 
ened. We were told they were sincerely, 
disinterestedly, and patriotically in favor 
of “sound money,” and that they were op- 
posed to Bryanism because it tended to 
create popular discontent and to excite 
“class hatred.” They then professed to 
be anxious to do nothing to deserve “ class 
hatred.” Now they may not covet it, but 
they do not shrink from it. 

If the truth is that the Pennsylvania 

railroad and other such corporations made 
their subscriptions with an eye to self- 
aggrandizement, they cannot justly lay claim 
to the possession of any patriotic motives 
when they inscribed their names in the 
Vest Pocket series. ‘ Patriotism,” said 
Dr. Johnson, “is the last refuge of a 
scoundrel.” It would not be parliamentary 
to apply so harsh a definition to the be- 
havior of a great railway corporation, but 
to the extent that any subscriptions were 
made to the campaign fund in the hope 
that they would be reimbursed out of the 
national Treasury, Dr. Johnson’s defini- 
tion deserves immediate application. 
The discussion over the subsidy bill, 
which has been justly characterized by the 
New York Times as “a shameless job,” 
raises the question how far it is intended 
political parties shalt go in reimbursing 
subscribers to the campaign. funds out of 
the public Treasury. If a subscriber has 
been particularly generous and free-handed 
in his contributions, has he a greater claim 
upon the law-making body than if he had 
been more economical in the monetary ex- 
pression of his patriotic impulses? The ex- 
tent to which the national Treasury may 
be exploited for the benefit of campaign 
subscribers is not yet surely ascertained. 
It will be well, however, to inquire how far 
it is intended the practice shall be pursued 
in the future. 

The brewers, it was safd, subscribed im- 
partially to both campaign funds in 1900 
with the-understanding that the extra tax 
on beer should be repealed after the elec- 
tion. Whether this accusation is weli 
founded or not probably never will be 
known, but it is a remarkable fact that 
Republicans. and Democrats in the House 
of Representatives voted unanimously a 
few weeks ago to take off thé tax. The 
‘brewers manifestly had friends at court. 
Whether those friends were influenced by 
campaign subscriptions will remain one of 
the mysteries of the year 1902. 

If the policy of reciprocity in subsidies 
indicated in these two remarkable cases 
is to be pursued in future campaigns, it 
will be well for “ business-men” to sub- 
scribe impartially to both funds in order 
‘to secure the legislation they think a proper 
regard for their patrotic action may de- 

serve. Patriots simply “can’t lose” if 
they subsidize both political parties, 


THE PROTECTION OF PRESIDENTS. 

The Senate, having disposed of the ship 
subsidy bill, is now paying special atten- 
tion to the bill for the protection of the 
President. The indications are that it will 
be debated at considerable length, and that 
some Senators will question the expedi- 
ency. While every Senator sympathizes 
with the object of the bill, many of them 
will question the expediency and, perbups, 
the legality of some of its provisions. 

The object of the bill, as stated by Sena- 
tor Hoar, is to punish by federal law in 
federal courts “the crime of interruption 
of the government of the United. States 
and the destruction of its security by strik- 
ing down the President or the persons 
designated to succeed to the Presidency 
in case of a vacancy.” No murder of an 
American President has been actuated by 
personal animosity. In every instance the 
violence has been directed against the offi- 
cial rather than the private individual. 
The office, and not the man, has been struck 
at. 

Senator Bacon of Georgia asks whether 

an offense, which he admits is truly de- 
scribed by Senator Hoar as “a _ crime 
against the existence of the federal gov- 
ernment,” can be anything else but trea- 
son? “ Is it possible,” Senator Bacon asks, 
“to differentiate an offense so that you 
can recognize it as one directed at the ex- 
istence of the government and still not be 
treason?” But if it be conceded that the 
murder of a President, as the representa- 
tive of the sovereignty of the United States, 
is treason, then the Senator from Georgia 
is doubtful as to the authority of Congress 
to legislate in the premises. 
He says the constitution provides that 
“treason against the United States shal) 
consist only in levying war against them, 
or in adhering to their enemies, giving them 
aid and comfort.” 

The Senator from Georgia asks whether 
the framers of the constitution did not 
mean that when Congress came to enact 
laws prescribing a punishment against an 
attempted overthrow of the government, or 
any part of it, that Congress should be con- 
fined to the particular acts specified in the 
constitution? 

This is, indeed, strict construction of the 
constitution. It is not likely that many of 
the lawyers in the Senate will take. this 
view of the case. But this is only one of 
the questions which will be raised concern- 


| ing 
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will be chiefly legal ones, and they will be 
discussed with that thoroughness with 
which the legal experts in the Senate love 
‘to discuss such questions. 


A GOOD MAN IN THE RIGHT PLACE. 

If it be the wish of Walter Reeves to 
remain in Congress, the Republicans of the 
Congressional district in which the new 
apportionment has placed him should an- 
ticipate his wish. He should be nominated 
by acclamation. It would be an inexcus- 
able mistake to take out of Congress a 
Representative of experience and ability 
who has established his right to a permanent 
tenure of office. Mr. Reeves is too big a 
man to be so treated. . 

It Mr. Reeves be not anxious to remain 
in the House, but can be persuaded to do 
it, the Republicans of his new district should 
leave nothing undone to persuade him. 
They should bring to bear on him the same 
kind of pressure which was used 60 suc- 
cessfully in Chicago with Aldermen Mavor 
and Jackson. It is no less expedient to 
keep competent, trustworthy men in the 
House of Representatives than it is to keep 
them in the legislative body of Chicago. 

Whatever pressure the voters of Mr. 
Reeves’ district may bring to bear on him 
will be reinforced so far as is permissible 
by Chicagoans. They have always had in 
him a willing and a valuable friend. As 
the second member on the Committee on 
Rivers and Harbors he has never neglected 
an opportunity to work for the river and 
barbor of Chicago, which for long years 
were neglected by Congress. 

But if Mr. Reeves shall say positively 
that under no circumstances will he serve 
his State longer in the House, he must be 
allowed to have his way. He has given 
as many years of service as can rightly be 
demanded of him. He has earned the 
right to retire when it shall please him. 
There are reasons which may make it*seem 
advjsable to him to do so, 

Mr. Reeves is an able lawyer. His earn- 
ing capacity, were he to give himself up to 
his profession, would far exceed the $5,000 
he gets as a Congressman. He is nearly 
54 years old. The man thus placed is likely 
to ask himself whether he ought not to 
withdraw from a political life in which he 
can lay up no money and perhaps gain no 
more fame, and devote his energies to the 
task of making provision for his old age 
and for his family. Men who have become 
prominent in public life are continually 
answering this question in the affirmative. 
Mr. Reeves will be excusable if he shall 
do likewise and abandon the sterile field of 
politics for the fruitful field of the law. 


PORK FOR CHICKEN, 

There are two kinds of adulterants, those 
thht are harmful and those that are not. 
Tobacco, for instance, may be treated with 
poisonous drugs for the purpose of secur- 
ing a flavor which will thereafter be desired 
by the customer and demanded by him. On 
the other hand, tobacco may also be changed 
in color and odor by some innocent process 
which entails upon the consumer a financial 
but not a physical injury. The same dis- 
tinction holds true in the adulteration of 
foods. Foods may be “ embalmed ” or they 
may simply be “substituted.” The latter 
offense is bad enough. The former is a 
kind of wholesale poisoning which beggars 
denunciation. An account of both methods 
of imposing on the public can be found in 
Part X. of “ Foods and Food Adufterants,” 
just issued by the Government Printing of- 
fice. 

Only a few illustrations of packing-house 
practices can be given, but these few will 


potted chicken and turkey examined, five 
were found to contain a large admixture 
of pork. Game fowls, like the pheasant 
and the woodcock, appeared attractively 
on the label, but in the interior of the tin 
were nothing but barnyard chickens, “ Wild 
Boar,” which might almost excusably have 
been tame pig, was really beef. “ Curry 
of Chicken Aa l’indienne”’ also turned out 
to be beef. Worst of all, in many specimens 
of pfité de foie gras the diseased goose livers 
had been replaced with, beef and pork, This 
is goihg too far. Of course, it does not 
hurt a man’s health to take his diseased 
goose livers away from him and give him 


| beef and pork instead, but if a man wants 


goose livers, asks for goose livers, and pays 
for goose livers, it is goose livers that he 
ought to get. 

All that one demands of the manufactur- 
ers—and there are Chicago manufacturers 
among those who have offended most—is 
that their labels shail he truthful. If they 
want to put up pork piatés de foie gras, 
well and good. Let them do it. But let 
them also expound that fact on their labels. 
Otherwise they are guilty of imposture. In 
these days of microscopic analysis impos- 
ture can be detected. In these days of 
government inspection imposture can be ex- 
posed. Why should not the government 
print an “unfair list’? 


THE FRANCO-RUSSIAN PACT. 
“How pleasant ’tis to see kindred and 
| friends agree.” Only four weeks ago Great 


“maintain and defend the integrity of China 
and Corea for five years. When it was an- 
nounced it was regarded as a warning to 
Russia that it must make no further ad- 
vances in the East. Instead of regarding 
it as a warning, Russia promptly accepted 
the news of the agreement with equanimity 
and announced it was happy to ascertain 
that England and Japan were pledged to 
do what it had wished done from the first. 
Indeed, Russia was so well satisfied that it 
invited France to join in a similar agree- 
ment, and now, four weeks later, the new 
pact is published. Germany also expressed 
its satisfaction with the Anglo-Japanese 
agreement, and probably would make a 
special alliance with some other power if 
there were any other particularly inter- 
ested in China and Corea. The United 
States, which will make no foreign alli- 
ances, has also expressed its satisfaction. 
Apparently all.the world is happy, and the 
EXmprees Dowager should be unusually 
happy. China has always been averse to 
a disturbance of the status quo, and now 
all the great powers are leagueing together 
to preserve it. 

An examination of the two agreements 
shows that one is but a repetition of the 
other. England and Japan, “ actuated 
solely by a desire to maintain the status 
quo and general policy in the extreme 
Hast,” agree to maintain the independence 
and territorial integrity of China and Corea 
and to secure equal opportunities in those 
countries for the commerce and industry 
of all-nations. This is precisely what Rus- 
sia and France now agree to do. On the 
surface, therefore, Great Britain, Japan, 
Russia, and France are working to attain 
the same objects. 

' There is a string tied to both agreements, 
however.’ Whenever Great Britain and 
Japan feel that their interests are jeopard- 
ized, and whenever any other power shall 
make war upon either contracting party,

wise Russia and France, in case of the in- 
imical action of other powers, threatening 
any detriment to their reciprocal interests, 
“reserve to themselves the right to take 
measures to defend these interests.” 
Whether, therefore, this latest agreement 
is inimical or not depends upon how one 
looks at it. The English press appears to 
differ in its construction of the new pact. 
Some papers believe that it will establish 
lasting peace in the far East. Others fear 
“the Greeks bearing gifts.” Perhaps the 
Paris Figaro comes. nearest the real mean- 


door’ on the condition that nobody at- 
tempts to close it on us.” It may not be 
an easy matter for these fotr nations in 
such close Oriental contact to get along 
without crowding each other, however hap- 
py and amicable they may be over the 
“open door.” It remains to be seen just 
what the “interests” are of which they 
are all so jealous. But China may well 
pray that.the door be kept open, for if any 
one attempts to shut it the end of the Celes- 
tial Empire may be near at hand. 


CHICAGO AND BERLIN. 

Not long ago Mr. E. P. Bicknell of the 
Bureau of Charities said it was extremeiy 
improbable that any one was starving in 
Chicago at the present time. Work is 
plentiful. Wages, perhaps, are not un- 
usually high, except in certain building 
trades where there is a great scarcity of 
workers, and in many parts of the city there 
is of course a great deal of poverty and 
suffering. On the whole, however, com- 
pared, not with an ideal state of society, but 
with that which actually has existed in the 
world, the condition of Chicago is today 
good. The Municipal Lodging-House has 
assumed in its dealings with the guests that 
any man who was determined to find work 
could succeed in doing so within three or 
four days. This assumption has been found 
to be consonant with the facts. 

Unfortunately, it is an assumption which 
could not be made in every other city in the 
world. In Berlin, for instance, according 
to the figures quoted in Ethics from the cen- 
sus taken by the Social Democrats, there 
are 76,029 workers wholly unemployed, 
52,501 partially unemployed, and 19,239 out 
of work through illness. The population 
covered by this census reaches about two 
millions. Of course the Social Democrats 
are not likely to have made things out to be 
better than they really are. It may be 
taken, for granted that the worst is now 
known. It might even be suspected that 
there has been a little exaggeration. All 
Germans, however, have a penchant for 
accuracy, and the Social Democrats are not 
exempt from this national characteristic. 
Their statistics are probably not far from 
the truth, and the condition they reveal is 
most disheartening.

ROM the crowded and dirty tenements 
of the Chicago Ghetto to the wind- 
swept spaces of the prairies of the two 
Dakotas is a long jump, yet every 
year many families of destitute Jews 

are enabled to make it by the help of the 
Jewish Agriculturists’ Aid Society of Amer- 
ica, an old but comparatively little known 
association of national scope, with head- 
quarters in Chicago. 

The work of few organizations working 
for social betterment is more interesting. It 
is distinctly not a charitable organizatjon, 
for which reason the results of its work are 
the more likely to be permanent and helpful 
ina lara way. Its purpose is to help poor 
and a lous Jews to help themselves, and

its operations are conducted on a purely 
business basis. 


discriminate charity, it transforms poverty- 
stricken Ghetto dwellers into independent 
farmers, able and ready to pay a fair rate 
oF interest for the money loaned them. 

In the popular mind the Jew is regarded as 
possessing talents commercial rather than 
agricultural, but the work of the Chicago so- 
ciety is sufficient proof that under the 
proper auspices he is at least able to hold 
his own with the average farmer. 

During the year 1901, for instance, the so- 
ciety helped twenty-eight families, including 
in all 117 persons, to leave one or two 
crowded rooms each in the Ghetto and begin 
farming. Eleven of these families have al- 
ready purchased 640 acres of land; twelve 
families have filed a claim on a homestead of 
160 acres of land each and the remaining 
five families have in the aggregate 330 acres 
under lease. In order to enable these twen- 
ty-eight families to go to farming the so- 
clety has loaned them in the aggregate 
$9,800. 

The money loaned to each family is se- 
cured by a mortgage on the property, real or 
chattel, of the borrower. Every loan bears. 
interest at the rate of 4 per cent per annum 
and the terms of repayment are arranged 
to suit individual cases; as a rule from four 
to twelve years are given to the borrgwer to 
repay his indebtedness to the society. 

The money advanced by individuals to the 
society for the purpose of loaning to its 
embryo farmers is repaid to these generous 
friends with a guaranteed interest of 3 per 
cent per annum, which makes it practically 
an investment and puts the society in the 
position of being able to solicit the loan of 
funds without posing as a beggar. Nor’"is 
the society obliged to depend only upon 
promises. Its record in the past is better 
than that of many so-called investment com- 
panies, which are in the market solely for 
the purpose of making money. Thus, of the 
loans made to its farmers during the first 
six months of 1901, a total or more than 15 
per cent have already been repaid. And of 
the loans made to destitute Jewish families 
of farmers three and four years ago more 
than 62 per cent has already been repaid. 
The money loaned and not yet returned to 
the society is secured by liens on property

valued at from three to five times the 
amounts of the several indebtednesses. ‘ 

If further proof were needed that the so- 
clety is doing a magnificent work it is fur- 
nished by the report showing the present 
condition of elghty-nine’ of the families 
which it has assisted. These eighty-nine 
families are not selected from the lot be- 
cause they make a favorable showing, but 
because they are all from whom a complete 
and satisfactory report was obtained in time 
for publication. 

The report shows that these eighty-nine 
families ere now working 10,617 acres of 
land. They own over 800 horses and 500 
head of horned cattle. In the aggregate 
they have bought and paid for more than 
$15,000 worth of wagons, farming imple- 
ments, and tools. Twenty-two of the eighty- 
nine farmers own their farms, buildings 
and fittings free of debt or incumbrance of 
any kind. The aggregate indebtedness of the 
remaining sixty-seven farmers amounts to 
$40,000 in round numbers. Of the $35,525 
loaned by the society to these farmers all 
but $14,000 has been paid back and the re- 
mainder is protected by ample security. 

The Jewish Agriculturists’ Aid Society of 
America sets an example in another way 
which is worthy of imitation by other so- 
called charitable associations. It costs hard- 
ly anything to run it. Its work dem- 
onstrates the fact that in order to raise un- 
fortunate men and women from practical 
helplessness to a condition of independence 
it is not necessary to spend a lot of money 
in paying salaries and expenses. The

actual’ expense of managing this society, 
which is comparatively small indeed, is paid 
by the Associated Jewish Charities of Chi- 
cago. It is also remarkable in that its 
beneficiaries are almost without exception 
entirely self-supporting within a few years 
after they have been taken out of the tene- 
ments of the Ghetto. 

The Jewish Agriculturists Aid Society of 
America was organized in Chicago nearly 
fourteen years ago. Since its organization 


the slums of the Ghetto and has established 
them as self-respecting and self-supporting 


econsin, Minnesota, Iowa, North and South 
Dakota, Florida, and Oklahoma. The 
agents of the society have always been care- 
ful to select only such families as were in 
the greatest need and who at the same time 
were able-bodied and able and willing to do 
hard work. There has been no attempt to 
make farmers out of people who did not look 
on that kind of life favorably, and, conse- 
quently, there have been comparatively few 
failures among those selected, 

Anyone who has eyes and: who will study 
the photographs of its farmers in the pbss- 
ession of the society will be willing to admit 
that the work it is doing is both necessary 
and profitable.
